CHEESE QUOTA INCREASED 


Approving a recent recommendation made by the U.S. Tariff Commission, the Presi- 
dent has issued a proclamation increasing the quota of Edam and Gouda cheeses, and of 
Italian-type cheeses made from cow's milk that may be imported into the United States 
in any 12-month period beginning July ist. In his proclamation, the President provides 
that effective with the quota period beginning July 1, 1960, the quota for Edam and Gouda 
cheeses is to be increased from 4,600,200 to 9,200,400 pounds; and that of Italian-type 
cheeses made from cow’s milk in original loaves (Romano, Reggiano, Parmesano, Provo- 
loni, Provolette, and Sbrinz) from 9,200,100 to 11,500,100 pounds. 


GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE 


The Interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agreements has issued formal notice 
that the United States will negotiate with other countries in Geneva under the GATT 
for the reduction of duties and other trade barriers. At the same time, the Committee 
made public the official list of imported commodities to be considered during these negoti- 
ations for tariff modification. These negotiations will open in Geneva next September. 

Hearings will open in July before the Committee for Reciprocity Information for 
views on the entire proposal, and before the U.S. Tariff Commission for the determina- 
tion of “peril points,” that is the point below which the President may not reduce the 
duty on any particular commodity during the course of the forthcoming negotiations. 

Under the Trade Agreement Act, the President may reduce duties in trade agreements 
in one of the following three ways: 

1 He may reduce a rate 20% below the rate existing on July 1, 1958. For example, 
an existing duty of 40% may be reduced to 32% ad valorem. 

2) He may reduce a rate by 2 percentage points. That is, an existing rate of 9% 
may be reduced to 7% ad valorem. 

3) He may reduce an existing rate of over 50% ad valorem, or 
to 50% ad valorem, or its equivalent. 

Tariff concessions agreed upon must be put into effect gradually in not more than 
four annual stages. On the basis of the time schedule to be followed in these negotia- 
tions, it is not likely that the first stage in whatever reduction in duty is agreed upon 
will be put into effect until sometime in 1961 or early 1962. 

The 42 countries participating in the work of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT), are now holding their 16th session in Geneva to review problems arising 
from the application of the Agreement. Among the major items on the agenda are: (1)

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THE FLOOD OF IMPORTS— 
HOW SERIOUS: IS IT?

President, H. T. Kennedy Company 


President, National Council of American Importers 


the “flood of cheap foreign made goods” 


is somehow magically stopped, 


Oi: finds on all sides dire predictions of imminent economic disaster unless 


or at least severely restricted. There is much argument on the effect of 


imports on the American economy, 


most of it of the viewing-with-alarm variety. 


It is a problem on which everybody is an expert and has a sure-fire solution. It 
has been said that there are three sides to every question—your side, my side, 


and the right side. Let us try to shed a 
little light on the right side. 

The economic effects of imports should 
not be isolated and dissected as they are 
by most critics. They should be given 
their proper weight in the large frame- 
work which takes into effect exports, for- 
eign investment, tourism, banking, insur- 
ance, shipping, inland transportation, and 
in short, all elements of the huge deli- 
cately balanced operation that is broadly 
classified as the “foreign trade and com- 
merce of the United States.” In the long 
run, it is impossible to have exports with- 
out an equal volume of imports, and all 
of the other components of this trade 
depend in one way or another on these 
two main supports. Demanding that 
“something” be done only to the import 
segment of such a vast activity shows a 
woeful or deliberate misconception of the 
facts of economic life. Yet, when for- 
eign trade is discussed these days it al- 
most invariably comes down to violent 
criticism of the “flood of cheap foreign 
imports.” Nearly every speaker or writer 
views the situation with great alarm and 
the conclusion is always reached, or im- 
plied, that the incoming tide will rise 
with irresistible force and finally sink our 
domestic industry without a trace. Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth, but 
the difficulty lies in the fact that tho 
vast majority of the public doesn’t know 
the truth and prefers to believe the ghb 
arguments that comes at them from all 
sides. 

Our foreign trade is vitally important 
to our economy and is not to be tossed 
about as if it were nothing at all, and 
that as a nation we can afford to ignore 
it or its effects on our lives. It really 
should be thought of as a business with 
a turnover of $31 billions per year. The 
United States Department of Commerce 


is authority for the statement that ap- 
proximately 4% million people earn their 
livelihood in whole, or in part, from for- 
eign trade. These are truly enormous 
figures. Perhaps you can get the feel of 
them from these statistics for comparison. 

The 1958 total sales of the six largest 
manufacturing enterprises in the United 
States were:

The sum total of these is still some 
$50 million short of the total of foreign 
trade! 

Suppose by some black magic, all of 
the people engaged in foreign trade 
should lose their jobs tomorrow. What 
would this mean? It would have the same 
effect as if all of the employees of the 60 
largest manufacturing concerns in the 
United States lost their jobs.

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port segment in its relation to the whole 
and accord to it its proper place, rather 
than make it the whipping boy. Perhaps 
the hue and cry is due in part to the un- 
familiarity of the public with the vital 
importance of the role of imported mer- 
chandise and materials in our economy, 
but more likely it is due to some vague 
fear of an economic disaster if the vol- 
ume of import business is “allowed” to 
continue to grow. Certainly the latter 
is the burden of most of the arguments 
we hear these days. People do not seem 
to want to understand that foreign trade 
must be two-way and that one cannot 
have exports (which everyone wants) 
without imp.rts (which no one wants). 
This is such a fundamentally simple 
point that it is very hard for those of 
us in the business to understand why it 
cannot be driven home to the great ma- 
jority of the public. Yet, you have heard 
on numerous occasions, that this country 
can live alone and does not need to im- 
port anything, implying among other 
things, that somehow or another we are 
“allowing” imports to come in and “in- 

vade” our market. 

These are the very people who never 
give a thought to the fact that they drink 
Brazilian coffee, sweetened with Cuban 
sugar and the newspaper they read was 
printed on Canadian paper. They never 
think that we must import tomatoes, 
onions, celery, lettuce, and hundreds of 
other articles of food so that they may 
eat well in the off seasons. They simply 
take it for granted, and as one of the 
facts of life, that these things are there 
for their comfort and convenience when- 
ever they want them and they never con- 
sider them as imports. They need to have 
explained to them that in 1957, for in- 
stance, the value of edible animal and 
vegetable products which entered the 
United States totaled $3.271 billion or 
about $18 worth for every man, woman, 
and child in the country! 

I think it could quite easily be shown 
that we could “make do” in this coun- 
try without imported products, but we 
could not get along as well, neither would 
we live so well, nor could we defend our- 
selves, and we simply don’t want this to 
happen. There, in a phrase, is the nub 
of the argument. The whole complicated 
structure of foreign trade from begin- 
ning to end is built on the natural human 
desire to live on the best possible scale 
and to select from the fruits of the labor 
of people all over the world, the best 
and most useful products, or those which 
suit best certain other conditions, such 
as defense, or the ability to pay the 
prices asked. Somehow it seems proper 
and right for American business to en- 
joy all of the export business that can 
be found, and it is implicit that this is

HE first step in the construction of four 

new cargo distribution buildings to be 
erected as part of the initial stage of the 
$150,000,000 Elizabeth-Port Authority Piers 
development was taken last month by the 
Commissioners of The Pert of New York 
Authority. The award of an $89,760 con- 
tract for the installation of sand drains to 
accelerate settlement and permit comple- 
tion of the buildings in mid-1962 was an- 
nounced by Chairman S. Sloan Colt. Work 
under the contract will begin immediately 
and be completed by September 1. The four 
new buildings, to be located in the westerly 
portion of the new development adjacent 
to the New Jersey Turnpike, are the first 
of eight new distribution buildings provid- 
ing 884,000 square feet of covered space to 
be erected in the initial phase of the mam- 
moth project Placement of fill for the 
project along a 3,200-foot section of the 
new Elizabeth Channel began in January. 

First use of a new bulk handling facility 
now under construction at the Port of New 
Orleans is expected to begin during August, 
it was announced by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Port of New Orleans. The 
facility, located on the new Mississippi 
River-Gulf Outlet one and a half miles east 
of the port’s Industrial Canal, will be ca- 
pable of unloading, storing, transferring 
and delivering a variety of bulk materials 
including ores, rock shell, sand, gravel, 
coal, concentrates and raw sugar Com- 
pletion of first phase construction in Au- 
gust will permit the unloading of bulk 


cargoes from ship or barge and delivery to 
conveyors serving adjacent industries or to 
barges for movement through inland water- 
ways. Bestwall Gypsum Company, manu- 
facturers of gypsum board and other build- 
ing materials, has a new plant under con- 
struction which will be served by the bulk 
terminal. 

Subsequent phases of construction 
permit storage of 40,000 tons of dry bulk 
material in vertical silos, and its later 
movement to adjacent industries, to barges, 
to railroad cars or to trucks; open ground 
storage of 120,000 tons with equipment for 
reclaiming and movement to barges, ships, 
trucks, railroad cars or adjacent industries. 
Screening and weighing facilities will be 
incorporated as requirements dictate. Final 
phase work will increase the unloading 
rate and berthing capacity for ships and 
barges.

HE Pennsylvania Railroad last month 

took the wraps off a super-service car lo- 
cating project and a new means of assur- 
ing on-time delivery of rush shipments— 
twin bureaus designed to step up still 
further its service to freight customers 
TiC—Transportation Information Center— 
and TOC—tTransportation Operations Cen- 
ter—have been thoroughly tested for sev- 
eral weeks, according to Fred Carpi, the 
railroad’s vice president-sales.

The Transporta- 
tion Operations Center is geared to follow 
a specific car or a group of cars carrying 
a single shipment of “hot” freight, making 
certain that delivery at destination is made 
on schedule, even if unforeseen situations 
arise, he explained.

It has been the practice of the OEEC for several years as part of its annual review 
of recent developments and projects in member countries to make a survey of conditions 
in each of these countries on the basis of information submitted by the respective Gov- 
ernments. The resultant reports represent the agreed view of the OEEC as a whole.

HEARINGS OF THE SENATE INTERSTATE & FOREIGN 
COMMERCE COMMITTEE 


Between April 25th and May 10th the Senate Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Senator Warren G. Magnuson held hearings on United 
States foreign trade problems and policies. The main topics covered during the course 
of the hearings included: (1) U. S. Trade and World Markets; (2) Measures to Expand 
U. S. Exports; (3) U. S. Trade with Sino-Soviet Bloc; (4) Sino-Soviet Bloc Trade Ex- 
pansion; and (5) U. S. Trade and the Common Market. Under these general headings the 
Committee inquired into such specific matters as present export credit facilities and 
proposals for new mechanisms; the promotion of increased travel; the reduction of for- 
eign import restrictions; the strengthening of present trade promotion facilities; the 
immediate and long-range implications of the movement of U. S. productive facilities 
abroad; and the implications of the Common Market and other regional trade groupings. 
In addition to official witnesses, numerous other individuals testified on specific topics. 

In view of the widespread scope of the hearings the Council submitted for the Com- 
mittee’s consideration the twenty separate, specific Recommendations adopted by the 
Forty-Sixth National Foreign Trade Convention. In addition to these Recommendations, 
the Council submitted separately a detailed statement concerning the financing of 
exports.

PROCEDURE IN PROCESSING MODEL GOWNS THAT ARRIVE 
AT N. Y. INT’L AIRPORT 


This notice is to all importers, brokers or other persons concerned with the clearance 
of fashions (model gowns) that arrive from France in February and August of each year. 

Due to the competitive nature of these shipments and the attempt of one or more 
importers to introduce their models before another, the following procedure will be 
followed to assure the delivery at one time for all the fashions each season: 

1») When information is available that the model gown shipments are arriving, a 
notice signed by the Appraiser and the Collector, will be posted in the Entry Division 
specifying the time limits when entries must be lodged to assure delivery at one time. 
The set time will be contingent upon the date and hour of arrival of the merchandise, i.e.: 

If the arrival occurs at a time which permits the brokers to file their entries with the 
Collector between 8:30 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. on any given date a uniform time of delivery will be 
effected for the model gowns covered by these entries. 

2) This office will not withhold delivery of all the merchandise to await the lodging 
of an entry by a broker who fails to file it within the specified time. 

3) If the merchandise arrives on different planes from the same Parisian showing 
the release time will be simultaneous for both arrivals. 

4) After examination and proper Customs treatment of the importations by the 
Appraiser’s staff, delivery will be given with the cooperation of the Collector, at a 
specified time, to all brokers and importers.

the Multnomah County Tax Supervising 
and Conservation Commission. The Dock 
Commission's projection is that it will have 
a total of $3,731,452 available for all its 
needs this year.

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A six-year program of Seattle harbor and 
airport improvements, totaling more than 
$32,500,000, was proposed by Port of Seattle 
Commissioners. The proposition contem- 
plates a $10,000,000 general obligation bond 
issue to be voted on by King County resi- 
dents in the general election of November 
8, 1960. Port Commissioners, M. J. “Bud” 
Weber, C. H. Carlander and C. T. McManus, 
gave their general approval to the 56 major 
projects, ranging in cost from $2,000 to 
nearly $2,500,000 each, but indicated that, 
on certain phases of the program, they will 
solicit the advice and approval of a num- 
ber of organizations and industries asso- 
ciated with water and air transportation. 

The improvements program, detailed in 
a 10-page report issued by the Port's Capi- 
tal Improvements Committee, includes a 
number of phases of harbor development 
which have been under study by the plan- 
ning and engineering departments of the 
Port for several years. Although the bulk of 
the program is spread over a six-year pe- 
riod, several million dollars are already 
committed for construction now under way 
and for equipment on order. The commit- 
tee, which includes Port chief engineer 
George Treadwell, chairman; J. Kenneth 
King, planning director, and Eldon Op- 
heim, controller, has assigned priorities to 
each of the construction and acquisition 
items. Port officials indicated that the 
construction time-table will be reviewed 
frequently, with priority ratings being re- 
assigned when current conditions so re- 
quire. Slightly more than two-thirds of 
the total cost of the program will be spent 
on the Port’s water facilities, including the 
Elliott Bay ocean terminals, the commer- 
cial fishing fleet facilities at Salmon Bay 
and the Shilshole Bay Marina. The bal- 
ance, $10,027,800, will go into 17 terminal 
and field improvements and acquisitions at 
Seattle-Tacoma International Airport. Of 
this amount, $1,666,502 will come from 
Federal Aviation Agency funds.

the natural order of things and we need 
not ever import anything, because this 
would create “unfair” competition. This 
argument is completely contrary to the 
psychology of competition which is so 
often quoted as the major reason for the 
greatness of American business. By some 
curious distortion of reasoning, it is con- 
sidered fair enough for Mr. X in De- 
troit to make a product and to sell it in 
New York at a lower price than Mr. Y 
who has a factory making the same prod- 
uct in the city limits, but when an ocean 
or a border comes between Mr. X and Y 
then the question grows into international 
importance and there follows the argu- 
ment that import competition is unfair, 
and thus all wrong. I should like to ask 
whether there is really any fundamental 
difference between the two situations. 
The universal rule of competition in 
the market place applies to everybody, 
everywhere in the world, and no one has a 
right to the status quo. There is no such 
thing as a static economy—where are 
the makers of all the articles of yester- 
day, such as mustache cups, buggy whips,

surreys, and hundreds of other products 
which had their day in the economic 
life of this country? Those people who 
are still alive are busy making oil burn- 
ers, television sets, radios, hi-fi sets, and 
missiles. It is a natural normal thing 
for markets and demands to change and 
if it happens that an imported product 
takes over a significant share of our 
market, then I submit that fundamen- 
tally there is nothing wrong with this, 
or different from the every day happen- 
ings of the domestic economy. Why, then, 
should we fear import competition, ex- 
cept perhaps from the point of view of 
that in our own business we might have 
to do something about it and to make a 
change? I think it is well past the time 
that we ought to stop complaining and 
look at imports as a normal part of our 
economy with every right to be here, and 
indeed, with more than a right—tthe vital 
necessity to be here. If they are re- 
stricted or stopped, the whole structure 
of foreign trade will collapse and carry 
with it our entire economy, and we must 
not lose sight of this simple, plain fact.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


REGULATIONS UNDER THE ANTIDUMPING ACT—After long consideration, the 
Bureau of Customs has promulgated the regulations it will use in administering the 
Antidumping Act as it was amended in 1958. These regulations become effective July 6, 
1960. (See Bureau of Customs Section.) 

SUSPENSION OF DUTIES—The Congress has enacted laws suspending, or continuing 
existing suspension, of duty or taxes on the following: 

Coconut Oil and Palm Oil—Public Law 86-432, signed by the President April 22, 1960, 
continues the existing suspension of the tax on the first domestic processing of coconut 
oil, and on palm oil, palm-kernel, fatty acids and salts of such oils, from June 30, 1960, 
to June 30, 1963 

Istle or Tampico Fiber—Public Law 86-456, signed May 13, 1960, continues the exist- 
ing suspension of duty on istle or tampico fiber from September 4, 1960, to September 4, 
1963 

Amorphous Graphite—-Public Law 86-453, signed May 13, 1960, provides that amorphous 
graphite or amorphous plumbago, crude or refined, valued at $50 per ton or less, dutiable 
under paragraph 213, Tariff Act of 1930, shall be admitted free of duty if entered, or 
withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption during the two-year period beginning May 
14, 1960. 


ACTIONS UNDER THE ANTIDUMPING ACT 


Notices of Suspicion of Dumping—In accordance with Section 201(b) of the Anti- 
dumping Act, the Bureau of Customs has published notices of suspicion of dumping with 
respect to the following: (1) Portland cement, other than white non-staining, from West 
Germany (May 3, 1960); (2) Portland cement, other than white non-staining, from Belgium 
(May 25, 1960). Accordingly, appraisement of such cement from the countries named is 
being withheld as of the date indicated. 

No Sales at less than Fair Value—After investigating complaints of dumping, the 
Treasury Department has determined that the following are not being sold in the United 
States at less than fair value: (1) Rayon staple fiber from Cuba; (2) Tebaced from the 
Philippines; (3) Hardboard exported by one firm in Sweden after April 25, 1960. 

TEXTILE FIBER PRODUCTS IDENTIFICATION ACT—The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has made Amendments in four of the rules under the Textile Fiber Products Identi- 
fication Act. These amendments, which are effective as of May 14, 1960, are in the follow- 
ing: (1) Rule 14 relating to textile products containing unknown fibers; (2) Rule 16(b) 
permitting the name or registered identification number to appear on a separate label 
which is prominently and conspicuously displayed in close proximity with the label con- 
taining the other information required by the Act; (3) Rule 29(c) relating to the labeling 
of a textile product consisting of two or more units or items of different fiber content; 
and (4) Rule 45 relating to products excluded from the provisions of the Act. 


DEFINITION OF WATERPROOF COTTON CLOTH 


On May 27, 1960, Representative Wilbur D. Mills, introduced a bill, H.R. 12437, in 
the House of Representatives to limit the term “waterproof” when applied to cotton 
cloth or fabric. As a tariff measure, the bill was referred to the Committee on Ways and

SURVEY—FOREIGN INVESTMENTS IN THE U. 8S. 

The Department of Commerce Office of Business Economics is conducting a survey 
of U. S. business enterprises under foreign ownership. Reports will be requested from 
each business enterprise in the United States in which, as of December 31, 1959, a foreign 
owner or group of owners held directly or indirectly 25% or more of the voting stock. 

The last study of foreign investments in the United States obtained data for 1941. 
The Department of Commerce points out that little detailed information is currently 
available on the extent and nature of foreign holdings in the United States and they 
hope the new survey will remedy “this important gap in our knowledge.” 

The Department of Commerce has communicated directly with a number of com- 
panies. They have indicated that they would like to have the returns submitted no 
later than July 15, 1960. However, extensions may be granted. Information concerning 
the survey, copies of the forms, and extensions may be obtained from the Office of Busi- 
ness Economics, Department of Commerce, or from the Department of Commerce field 
offices. 


FOREIGN-TRADE ZONES BOARD—SEATTLE 


Extension of Time for Permanent Relocation of Foreign-Trade Zone No. 5—Mr. H. M. 
Isurke, General Manager, Port of Seattle, Washington, as representative of the zone 
grantee, on April 26, 1960, advised the Foreign-Trade Zones Board of their inability to 
accomplish the permanent relocation of Foreign-Trade Zone No. 5 by the date established 
in Order No. 48, and requested an extension of time to December 31, 1961. 

The Committee of Alternates has reviewed the circumstances in this case and 
unanimously recommend that the request for an extension of time from September 6, 
1960, to December 31, 1961, be granted. 

Upon consideration the Board concurs in the Committee’s recommendation and hereby 
atone the following resolution: 

> Foreign-Trade Zones Board, after consideration of the request from the Port of Seattle 
Commission, Grantee, Foreign Trade Zone No. 5 for an extension of ‘time from September 6, 
1960, to December 31, 1961, to permanently relocate the zone, approves the request. 

The Executive Secretary of the Foreign-Trade Zones Board is directed to incorporate 
this Memorandum, the letters from the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury dated May 
25, 1960, and Col. Carl H. Bronn, Army Member, Committee of Alternates, dated May 9, 
1960, approving the foregoing Resolution in the official records of the Foreign- Trade

U. S. MISSION TO PHILIPPINES CITES POTENTIALS 


FOR EXPANSION OF TRADE 


Many opportunities for strengthening and expanding U. S.-Philippine trade exist, 
the U. S. Trade Commission to the Philippines reported. Favorable factors reported by 
the Mission as outweighing deterrents include the natural preference for U. S. products 
created by many years’ familiarity with them, their uniformly high quality, and mutually 
preferential concessions granted by the trade agreement between the two countries which 
remains in effect through 1974. Some problems facing businessmen who wish to expand 
trade with the Philippines are foreign exchange shortages, complexity of controls, high 
prices of most locally-produced goods, industrial centralization in Manila, and inade- 
quate lending facilities for small businesses. 


EXPORT CONTROL ACT EXTENDED FOR TWO YEARS 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 12 of the Export Control Act of 1949 (63 
Stat. 7), as amended by Public Law 33, Eighty-second Congress (65 Stat. 43), Public 
Law 62, Eighty-third Congress (67 Stat. 62), Public Law 631, Eighty-fourth Congress 
(70 Stat. 407), and Public Law 85-466, Eighty-fifth Congress (72 Stat. 220), is hereby 
amended by striking out “1960” and inserting in lieu thereof “1962”. (Approved May 
13, 1960. PL 86-464.)

markets through sharp increases of imports over a brief period of time and in a narrow 
range of commodities; (4) Consult with those countries which still maintain import 
restrictions on the ground that their balance of payments position requires it; (5) Study 
ways to expand international trade in agricultural commodities; and (6) Assist exports 
of less-developed countries.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—PROCEDURES UNDER 
ANTIDUMPING ACT OF 1921, AS AMENDED 


In order that the regulations under the Antidumping Act of 1921, as amended (19 
U.S.C. 160-173), may conform with amendments of the act contained in Public Law 85-630, 
and to provide certain administrative improvements, sections 14.6 through 14.13, 16.21, 
and 16.22 are amended to read as follows: 


Page 1430 


14.6 Suspected Dumping.—(a) If any appraiser or other principal customs officer 
has knowledge of any grounds for a reason to believe or suspect that any merchandise 
is being, or is likely to be, imported into the United States at a purchase price or 
exporter’s sales price less than the foreign market value (or, in the absence of such 
value, than the constructed value), as contemplated by section 201(b), Antidumping 
Act, 1921, as amended™ (19 U.S.C. 160 (b)), or at less than its “fair value” as that 
term is defined in section 14.7, he shall communicate his belief or suspicion promptly 
to the Commissioner of Customs. Every such communication shall contain or be ac- 
companied by a statement of substantially the same information as required in para- 
graph (b), if in the possession of the appraiser or other officer or readily available 
to him. [T.D. 55118.] 

(b) Any person outside the Customs Service who has reason to believe or suspect 
that merchandise is being, or is likely to be, imported into the United States under 
such circumstances as to bring it within the purview of the Antidumping Act, 1921, 
as amended, “* may communicate his belief or suspicion and the reasons therefor in 
writing to any pe pew of merchandise or the Commissioner of Customs. Every such 
communication shall contain or be accompanied by the following: 





(1) A detailed description or sample of the merchandise; the name of the country 
from which it is being, or is likely to be, imported; and the eng or probable ports 


of importation into the United States. If no sample is furnished, the appraiser con- 
cerned in appropriate cases may call upon the person who furnished the information 
to furnish samples of the imported and competitive domestic articles, or either. 

(2) Such detailed data as to values and prices as is reasonably available to the 
person furnishing the information and is relied upon by him to support his belief 
or suspicion, including information as to any differences between the | rds Bon market 
value or constructed value and the import purchase price or exporter’s sales price 
which may be accounted for by any difference in taxes, discounts, incidental costs 
such as those for packing or freight, or other items. 

(3) Such information as is reasonably available to the person furnishing the 
information as to the total value and volume of domestic production of the merchan- 
dise in question. 

(c) If any information filed with an appraiser or the Commissioner pursuant to 
paragraph (b) does not conform with the requirements of that paragraph, the com- 
munication shall be returned promptly to the person who submitted it with detailed 
written advice as to the respects in which it does not conform. If such information

filed with an appraiser is found to comply with the requirements, it shall be trans- 
mitted by the appraiser within 10 days to the Commissioner of Customs, together 
with all pertinent additional information obtainable by the appraiser. Before making 
such transmittal, or as soon thereafter as possible, the appraiser shall make such 
inquiry regarding the matter among importers, domestic producers and distributors, 
or others as he may deem appropriate and report the results to the Commissioner 
with his comments thereon. , ‘ , 

(d)(1) Upon receipt pursuant to paragraph (a), (b), or (c) of information in 
proper form, the Commissioner will proceed promptly to decide whether or not reason- 
able grounds exist to believe or suspect that the merchandise is being, or is likely 
to be, sold at less than its foreign market value (or, in the absence of such value, 
than its constructed value. To assist him in making such decision the Commissioner, 
in his descretion, may conduct a brief preliminary investigation into such matters, 
in addition to the invoice or other papers or information presented to him, as he may 
deem necessary. . , 

(2) If the Commissioner decides, after such preliminary investigation, if any, 
that reasonable grounds do exist to believe or suspect that the merchandise is being 
or is likely to be, sold at less than its foreign market value (or, in the absence of 
such value, than its constructed value) he will thereafter proceed, by a full-scale 
investigation, or otherwise, to obtain such additional information, if any, as may be 
necessary to enable the Secretary to reach a determination as provided by section 
14.8(a). 

(3) If the Commissioner decides, after such preliminary investigation, if any, 
that reasonable grounds do not exist to believe or suspect that the merchandise is 
being, or is likely to be, sold at less than its foreign market value (or, in the absence 
cf such value, than its constructed value), he will thereafter 

(i) proceed, by a full-scale investigation, or otherwise, to obtain such addi- 
tional information, if any, as may be necessary to enable the Secretary to reach a 
determination as provided by section 14.8(a), or 

(ii) recommend to the Secretary that a full-scale investigation is not war- 
ranted by the facts of the case and that the case be closed by a finding of no sales 
at less than fair value. 

(e) If the Commissioner determines pursuant to paragraph (d)(1) above, or in 
the course of an investigation under paragraph (d)(3)(i) above, that there are rea- 
sonable grounds to believe or suspect that any merchandise is being, or is likely to 
be, sold at less than its foreign market value (or, in the absence of such value, than 
its constructed value) under the Antidumping Act, he shall publish notice of that 
fact in the Federal Register, furnishing an adequate description of the merchandise 
and the name of each country of exportation, and shall advise all appraisers of his 
action and of the date when the question of dumping was raised by or presented to 
the Secretary or his delegate. Upon receipt of such advice, the appraisers shall pro- 
ceed in accordance with the pertinent provisions of section 14.9. (Secs. 201, 407, 42 
Stat. 11, as amended, 18; 19 U.S.C. 160, 173.) 

14.7 Fair Value.—(a) Definition*.—For the purposes of section 201(a) of the Anti- 
dumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)), the fair value of imported mer- 
chandise shall be determined as follows: 

(1) Fair value based on price in country of exportation—the usual test.—Mer- 
chandise imported into the United States will ordinarily be considered to have been 
sold, or to be likely to be sold, at less than fair value if the purchase price or export- 
er’s sales price (as defined in sections 203 and 204, respectively, of the Antidumping 
Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 162, 163)), as the case may be, is, or is likely to be, 
less than the price (as defined in section 205, after adjustment as provided for in 
section 202 of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 164, 161)), at which

such or similar merchandise (as defined in section 212(3) of the Antidumping Act, 
1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 170a(3))) is sold for consumption in the country of 
exportation on or about the date of purchase or agreement to purchase of the mer- 
chandise imported into the United States if purchase price applies, or on or about 
the date of exportation thereof if exporter’s sales price applies. 

(2) Fair value based on sales for exportation to countries other than the United 
States.—If, however, it is demonstrated that during a representative period the quan- 
tity of such or similar merchandise sold for consumption in the country of exportation 
is so small, in relation to the quantity sold for exportation to countries other than 
the United States, as to be an inadequate basis for comparison, then merchandise im- 
ported into the United States will ordinarily be deemed to have been sold, and to be 
likely to be sold, at less than fair value if the purchase price or the exporter’s sales 
price (as defined in sections 203 and 204, respectively, of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as 
amended (19 U.S.C. 162, 163)), as the case may be, is or is likely to be, less than the 
price (as defined in section 205, after adjustment as provided for in section 202 of the 
Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 164, 161)), at which such or similar 
merchandise (as defined in section 212(3) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended 
(19 U.S.C. 170a(3))) is sold for exportation to countries other than the United States 
on or about the date of purchase or agreement to purchase of the merchandise im- 
ported into the United States if purchase price applies, or on or about the date of 
exportation thereof if exporter’s sales price applies. 

(3) Fair value based on constructed value—If the information available is 
deemed by the Secretary insufficient or inadequate for a determination under para- 
graph (a) (1) or (2) above, he will determine fair value on the basis of the con- 
structed value as defined in section 206 of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended 
(19 U.S.C. 165). 

(b) Calculation of fair value.—In calculating fair value under section 201(a), Anti- 
dumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)), the following criteria shall be 
applicable: 

(1) Quantities —In comparing the purchase price or exporter’s sales price, as the 
case may be, with the sales, or other criteria applicable, on which a determination 
of fair value is to be based, reasonable allowances will be made for differences in 
quantities if it is established to the satisfaction of the Secretary that the amount of 
any price differential is wholly or partly due to such differences. In determining the 
question of allowances for differences in quantity, consideration will be given, among 
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other things, to the practice of the industry in the country of exportation with respect 
to affording in the home market (or third country markets, where sales to third coun- 
tries are the basis for comparison) discounts for quantity sales which are freely 
available to those who purchase in the ordinary course of trade. Where sales are not 
made in the home market (or third country markets, where applicable) in quantities 
comparable to the quantities sold in the United States, consideration may also be 
given to the practice of the industry in other countries (including the United States) 
with respect to affording discounts for quantity sales which are freely available to 
those who purchase in the ordinary course of trade. 

(2) Circumstances of sale—In comparing the purchase price or exporter’s sales 
price, as the case may be, with the sales, or other criteria applicable, on which a 
determination of fair value is to be based, reasonable allowances will be made for 
bona fide differences in circumstances of sale if it is established to the satisfaction of 
the Secretary that the amount of any price differential is wholly or partly due to such 
differences. 

Differences in circumstances of sale for which such allowances will be made are 
limited, in general, to those circumstances which bear a reasonably direct relationship 
to the sales which are under consideration. Examples of differences in circumstances 
of sale for which reasonable allowances generally will be made are those involving 
differences in credit terms, guarantees, warranties, technical assistance, servicing, 
and assumption by a seller of a purchaser’s advertising or other selling costs. Reason- 
able allowances will also generally be made for differences in commissions. Except 
in those instances where it is clearly established that the differences in circumstances 
of sale bear a reasonably direct relationship to the sales which are under considera- 
tion, allowances generally will not be made for differences in research and develop- 
ment costs, production costs, and advertising and other selling costs of a seller unless 
such costs are attributable to a later sale of merchandise by a purchaser; provided 
that reasonable allowances for selling expenses generally will be made in cases where 
a reasonable allowance is made for commissions in one of the markets under con- 
sideration and no commission is paid in the other maraket under consideration, the 
amount of such allowance being limited to the actual selling expense incurred in 
the one market or the total amount of the commission allowed in such other market, 
whichever is less. 

In determining the amount of the reasonable allowances for any differences in 
circumstances of sale, the Secretary will be guided primarily by the effect of such 
differences upon the market value of the merchandising but, where appropriate, may 
also consider the cost of such differences to the seller, as contributing <o an estimate 
of market value. 

(3) Similar merchandise—In comvaring the purchase price or exporter’s sales 
price, as the case may be, with the selling price in the home market, or for exporta- 
tion to countries other than the United States, in the case of similar merchandise 
described in subdivisions (C), (D), (E), or (F) of section 212(3), Antidumping Act 
1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 170a(3)), due allowance shall be made for differences 
in cost of manufacture, if it is established to the satisfaction of the Secretary that 
the amount of any price differential is wholly or partly due to such differences. 

(4) Offering price.—In the determination of fair value, offers will be considered 
in the absence of sales. 

(5) Sales agency.—If such or similar merchandise is sold or, in the absence of 
sales, offered for sale through a sales agency or other organization related to the 
seller in any of the respects described in section 207 of the Antidumping Act, 1921, 
as amended (19 U.S.C. 166), the price at which such or similar merchandise is sold or, 
in the absence of sales, offered for sale by such sales agency or other organization 
may be used in the determination of fair value. 

(6) Fictitious sales—In the determination of fair value, no pretended sale or 
offer for sale, and no sale or offer for sale intended to establish a fictitious market, 
shall be taken into account. 

(7) Sales at varying prices.—Where the prices in the sales which are being exam. 
ined for a determination of fair value vary (after allowances provided for in subpara- 
graphs (1), (2), and (3) of this paragraph), determination of fair value will take 
into account the prices of a preponderance of the merchandise thus sold or weighted 
averages of the prices of the merchandise thus sold. 

(8) Quantities involved and differences in price.—Merchandise will not be deemed 
to have been sold at less than fair value unless the quantity involved in the sale 
or sales to the United States, or the difference between the purchase price or exporter’s 
sales price, as the case may be, and the fair value, is more than insignificant. (Sec. 
407, 42 Stat. 18; 19 U.S.C. 173.) 

_ 14.8 Determination of fact or likelihood of sales at less than fair value; determina- 
tion of injury; finding of dumping.—(a) Upon receipt from the Commissioner of 
Customs of the information referred to in section 14.6(d), the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury will proceed as promptly as possible to determine whether the merchandise in 
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question is in fact being, or is likely to be sold, in the United States or elsewhere at 
less than its fair value. If the determination is affirmative, the Secretary will advise 
the United States Tariff Commission accordingly. 

(b) If the Tariff Commission determines that there is, or is likely to be, the 
injury contemplated by the statute, the Secretary of the Treasury will make the 
finding contemplated by section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended 
(19 U.S.C. 160(a)), with respect to the involved merchandise. (Secs. 201, 407, 42 
Stat. 11, as amended, 18; 19 U.S.C. 160, 173.) 

14.9 Action by the appraiser.—(a) Upon receipt of advice from the Commissioner 
of Customs pursuant te section 14.6(e), the appraiser shall withhold appraisement as 
to such merchandise encered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, not more 
than 120 days before the question of dumping was raised by or presented to the 
Secretary of the Treasury or his delegate and shall notify the collector and importer 
immediately of each lot of merchandise with respect to which appraisement is so 
withheld. Upon advice of a finding made in accordance with section 14.8(b), the ap- 
praiser shall give immediate notice thereof to the collector and the importer when any 
shipment subject thereto is imported after the date of the finding and information is 
not on hand for completion of appraisement of such shipment. Customs Form 6459 
shall be used to notify the collector and importer whenever appraisement is withheld 
under this paragraph. 

(b) If, before a finding of dumping has been made, or before a case has been 
closed without a finding of dumping, the appraiser is satisfied by information fur- 
nished by the importer or otherwise that the purchase price or exporter’s sales price, 
in respect of any shipment, is not less than foreign market value (or, in the absence 
of such value, than the constructed value), he shall so advise the Commissioner and 
request authorization to proceed with his appraisement of that shipment in the usual 
manner. 

(c) If a finding of dumping has been made, the appraiser shall require the im- 
porter or his agent to file a certificate of the importer on the appropriate one of the 
following forms. A separate certificate shall be required for each shipment.

(d) If an unqualified certificate on Form 4 is filed and the appraiser is satisfied 
that no evidence can be obtained to contradict it, he shall notify the collector promptly 
that the shipment will be appraised without regard to the Antidumping Act and 
proceed to appraise the merchandise in the usual manner. 

(e) If the importer fails to file an appropriate certificate within 30 days following 
notification by the appraiser that a certificate is required under paragraph (c) above, 
the appraiser shall proceed upon the basis of the best information available. (Secs.

14.10 Release of merchandise; bond—(a) When the collector has received a 
notice of withheld appraisement provided for in section 14.9(a), or when he has been 
advised of a finding provided for in section 14.8(b), and so long as such notice or 
finding is in effect, he shall withhold release of any merchandise of a class or kind 
covered by such notice or finding which is then in his custody or is thereafter imported, 
unless an appropriate bond is filed or is on file, as specified hereafter in this section, 
or unless he is advised by the appraiser that the merchandise covered by a specified 
entry will be appraised without regard to the Antidumping Act. 

(b) If the merchandise is of a class or kind covered by a notice of withheld ap-

14.11 Conversion of currencies.—In determining the existence and amount of any 
difference between the purchase price or exporter’s sales price and the foreign market 
value (or, in the absence of such value, the constructed value) for the purposes of 
section 14.7 of these regulations, or of section 201(b) or 202(a) of the Antidumping 
Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(b), 161(a)), any necessary conversion of a 
foreign currency into its equivalent in United States currency shall be made in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 522, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (31 
U.S.C. 372) and section 16.4 of these regulations, (a) as of the date of purchase or 
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agreement to purchase, if the purchase price is an element of the comparison, or 
(b) as of the date of exportation, if the exporter’s sales price is an element of the 
comparison. (Secs. 201, 202, 407, 42 Stat. 11, as amended, 18; 19 U.S.C. 160, 161, 173.) 
14.12 Modification or revocation of finding.—An application for the modification 
or revocation of any finding made as provided for in section 14.8(b) will receive due 
consideration if submitted in writing to the Commissioner of Customs, together 
with detailed information concerning any change in circumstances or practice which 
has obtained for a substantial period of time, or other reasons, which the applicant 
believes will establish that the basis for the finding no longer exists with respect to 
all or any part of the merchandise covered thereby. Notice of intent to modify or 
revoke a finding will be published by the Secretary in the Federal Register. Comments 
received from interested parties within 30 days following date of publication will be 
given consideration.

the Secretary shall make public a notice (hereinafter in this Act called a “finding ") of his determination 
and the determination of the said Commission.

withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, not more than one hundred and twenty days before the 
question of dumping has been raised by or presented to him or any person to whom authority under this 
section has been delegated, until the further order of the Secretary, or until the Secretary has made public 
a finding as provided for in subdivision (a) in regard to such merchandise. 

“(e) The Secretary, upon determining whether foreign merchandise is being, or is likely to be, sold 
in the United States at less than its fair value, and the United States Tariff Commission, upon making its 
determination under subsection (a) of this section, shall each publish such determination in the Federal 
Register, with a statement of the reasons therefor, whether such determination is in the affirmative or in 
the negative. 

“Sec. 202. (a) Im the case of all imported merchandise, whether dutiable or free of duty, of a class 
or kind as to which the Secretary of the Treasury has made public a finding as provided for in section 
201, entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, not more than one hundred and twenty days 
before the question of dumping was raised by or presented to the Secretary or any person to whom 
authority under section 201 has been delegated, and as to which no appraisement report has been made 
before such finding has been so made public, if the purchase price or the exporter’s sales price is less 
than the foreign market value (or, in the absence of such value, than the constructed value) there shall 
be levied, collected, and paid, in addition to any other duties imposed thereon by law, a special dumping 
duty in an amount equal to such difference. 

“(b) In determining the foreign market value for the purposes of subsection (a), if it is established 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary or his delegate that the amount of any difference between the purchase 
price and the foreign market value (or that the fact that the purchase price is the same as the foreign 
market value) is wholly or partly due to 

(1) the fact that the wholesale quantities, in which such or similar merchandise is sold or, in the 
absence of sales, offered for sale for exportation to the United States in the ordinary course of trade, 
are less or are greater than the wholesale quantities in which such or similar merchandise is sold or, in 
the absence of sales, offered for sale in the principal markets of the country of exportation in the ordinary 
course of trade for home consumption (or, if not so sold or offered for sale for home consumption, then 
for exportation to countries other than the United States), 

(2) other differences in circumstances of sale, or 

(3) the fact that merchandise described in subdivision (C), (D), (E), or (F) of section 212(3) is used 
in determining foreign market value, 
then due allowance shall be made therefor. 

“(e) In determining the foreign market value for the purposes of subsection (a), if it is established 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary or his delegate that the amount of any difference between the exporter’s 
sales price and the foreign market value (or that the fact that the exporter’s sales price is the same as 
the foreign market value) is wholly or partly due to— 

(1) the fact that the wholesale quantities in which such or similar merchandise is sold or, in the 
absence of sales, offered for sale in the principal markets of the United States in the ordinary course of 
trade, are less or are greater than the wholesale quantities in which such or similar merchandise is sold 
or, in the absence of sales, offered for sale in the principal markets of the country of exportation in the 
ordinary course of trade for home consumption (or, if not so sold or offered for sale for home consump- 
tion, then for exportation to countries other than the United States),

ment in the country of exportation to the place of delivery in the United States; and plus the amount, 
if not included in such price, of any export tax imposed by the country of exportation on the exporta- 
tion of the merchandise to the United States; and plus the amount of any import duties imposed by the 
country of exportation which have been rebated, or which have not be collected, by reason of the exporta- 
tion of the merchandise to the United States; and plus the amount of any taxes imposed in the country 
of exportation upon the manufacturer, producer, or seller, in respect to the manufacture, production or 
sale of the merchandise, which have been rebated, or which have not been collected, by reason of the 
exportation of the merchandise to the United States. 

“Sec. 204. That for the purpose of this title the exporter’s sales price of imported merchandise shall 
be the price at which such merchandise is sold or agreed to be sold in the United States, before or after 
the time of importation, by or for the account of the exporter, plus, when not included in such price, the 
cost of all containers and coverings and all other costs, charges, and expenses incident to placing the 
merchandise in condition, packed ready for shipment to the United States, less (1) the amount, if any, 
included in such price, attributable to any additional costs, charges, and expenses, and United States 
import duties, incident to bringing the merchandise from the place of shipment in the country of exporta- 
tion to the place of delivery in the United States, (2) the amount of the commissions, if any, for selling 
in the United States the particular merchandise under consideration, (3) an amount equal to the expenses, 
if any, generally incurred by or for the account of the exporter in the United States in selling identical 
or substantially identical merchandise, and (4) the amount of any export tax imposed by the country 
of exportation on the exportation of the merchandise to the United States; and plus the amount of any 
import duties imposed by the country of exportation which have been rebated, or which have not been 
collected, by reason of the exportation of the merchandise to the United States; and plus the amount 
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of any taxes imposed in the country of exportation upon the manufacturer, producer, or seller in respect 
to the manufacture, production, or sale of the merchandise, which have been rebated, or which have not 
been collected, by reason of the exportation of the merchandise to the United States. 

“Sec. 205. For the purposes of this title, the foreign market value of imported merchandise shall be 
the price, at the time of exportation of such merchandise to the United States, at which such or similar 
merchandise is sold or, in the absence of sales, offered for sale in the principal markets of the country 
from which exported, in the usual wholesale quantities and in the ordinary course of trade for home 
consumption (or, if not so sold or offered for sale for home consumption, or if the Secretary determines 
that the quantity sold for home consumption is so small in relation to the quantity sold for exportation 
to countries other than the United States as to form an inadequate basis for comparison, then the price 
at which so sold or offered for sale for exportation to countries other than the United States), plus, when 
not included in such price, the cost of all containers and coverings and all other costs, charges, and 
expenses incident to placing the merchandise in condition packed ready for shipment to the United 
States, except that in the case of merchandise purchased or agreed to be purchased by the person by whom 
or for whose account the merchandise is imported, prior to the time of exportation, the foreign market value 
shall be ascertained as of the date of such purchase or agreement to purchase. In the ascertainment of 
foreign market value for the purposes of this title no pretended sale or offer for sale, and no sale or 
offer for sale intended to establish a fictitious market, shall be taken into account. If such or similar 
merchandise is sold or, in the absence of sales, offered for sale through a sales agency or other organiza- 
tion related to the seller in any of the respects described in section 207, the prices at which such or 
similar merchandise is sold or, in the absence of sales, offered for sale by such sales agency or other 
organization may be used in determining the foreign market value. 

. “Sec. 206. (a) For the purposes of this title, the constructed value of imported merchandise shall be 
the sum of— 

(1) the cost of materials (exclusive of any internal tax applicable in the country of exportation 
directly to such materials or their disposition, but remitted or refunded upon the exportation of the article 
in the production of which such materials are used) and of fabrication or other processing of any kind 
employed in producing such or similar merchandise, at a time preceding the date of exportation of the 
merchandise under consideration which would ordinarily permit the production of that particular mer- 
chandise in the ordinary course of business; 

(2) an amount for general expenses and profit equal to that usually reflected in sales of merchandise 
of the same general class or kind as the merchandise under consideration which are made by producers 
in the country of exportation, in the usual wholesale quantities and in the ordinary course of trade, 
except that (A) the amount for general expenses shall not be less than 10 per centum of the cost as 
defined in paragraph (1), and (B) the amount for profit shall not be less than 8 per centum of the sum 
of such general expenses and cost; and 

(3) the cost of all containers and coverings of whatever nature, and all other expenses incidental to 
placing the merchandise under consideration in condition, packed ready for shipment to the United States. 

“(b) For the purposes of this section, a transaction directly or indirectly between persons specified 
in any one of the paragraphs in subsection (c) of this section may be disregarded if, in the case of any 
element of value required to be considered, the amount representing that element does not fairly reflect 
the amount usually reflected in sales in the market under consideration of merchandise of the same general 
class or kind as the merchandise under consideration. If a transaction is disregarded under the preceding 
sentence and there are no other transactions vailable for consideration, then the determination of the 
amount required to be considered shall be based on the best evidence available as to what the amount 
would have been if the transaction had occurred between persons not specified in any one of the paragraphs 
in subsection (c). 

“(c) The persons referred to in subsection (b) are: 

(1) Members of a family, including brothers and sisters (whether by the whole or halfblood), spouse, 
ancestors, and lineal descendants ; 

(2) Any officer or director of an organization and such organization ; 

(3) Partners ; 

(4) Employer and employee ; 

(5) Any person directly or indirectly owning, controlling, or holding with power to vote, 5 per 
centum or more of the outstanding voting stock or shares of any organization and such organization; and 

(6) Two or more persons directly or indirectly controlling, controlled by, or under common control 
with, any person. 

“Sec. 207. That for the purposes of this title the exporter of imported merchandise shall be the person 
by whom or for whose account the merchandise is imported into the United States: 

(1) If such person is the agent or principal of the exporter, manufacturer, or producer; or 

(2) If such person owns or controls, directly or indirectly, through stock ownership or control or 
otherwise, any interest in the business of the exporter, manufacturer, or producer; or 

(3) If the exporter, manufacturer, or producer owns or controls, directly or indirectly, through stock 
ownership or control or otherwise, any interest in any business conducted by such persons; or 

(4) If any person or persons, jointly or severally, directly or indirectly, through stock ownership 
or control or otherwise, own or control in the aggregate 20 per centum or more of the voting power or 
control in the business carried on by the person by whom or for whose account the merchandise is

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imported into the United States, and also 20 per centum or more of such power or control in the business 
of the exporter, manufacturer, or producer. 

“See. 208. That in the case of all all imported merchandise, whether dutiable or free of duty, of a 
class or kind as to which the Secretary has made public a finding as provided in section 201, and delivery 
of which has not been made by the collector before such finding has been so made public, unless the 
person by whom or for whose account such merchandise is imported makes oath before the collector, under 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary, that he is not an exporter, or unless such person declares under 
oath at the time of entry, under regulations prescribed by the Secretary, the exporter’s sales prices of 
such merchandise, it shall be unlawful for the collector to deliver the merchandise until such person has 
made oath before the collector, under regulations prescribed by the said Secretary, that the merchandise 
has not been sold or agreed to be sold by such person, and has given bond to the collector, under regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary, with sureties approved by the collector, in an amount equal to the estimated 
value of the merchandise, conditioned: (1) that he will report to the collector the exporter’s sales price 
of the merchandise within 30 days after such merchandise has been sold or agreed to be sold in the United 
States; (2) that he will pay on demand from the collector the amount of special dumping duty, if any, 
imposed by this title upon such merchandise; and (3) that he will furnish to the collector such informa- 
tion as may be in his possession and as may be necessary for the ascertainment of such duty, and will 
keep such records as to the sale of such merchandise as the Secretary may by regulation prescribe. 

“Sec. 209. That in the case of all imported merchandise, whether dutiable or free of duty, of a class 
or kind as to which the Secretary has made public a finding as provided in section 201, and as to which 
the appraiser or person acting as appraiser has made no appraisement report to the collector before such 
finding has been so made public, it shall be the duty of each appraiser or person acting as appraiser, 
by all reasonable ways and means to ascertain, estimate, and appraise (any invoice or affidavit thereto or 
statement of constructed value to the contrary notwithstanding) and report to the collector the foreign 
market value or the constructed value, as the case may be, the purchase price, and the exporter’s sales 
price, and any other facts which the Secretary may deem necessary for the purposes of this title. 

“Sec. 210. That for the purposes of this title the determination of the appraiser or person acting 
as appraiser as to the foreign market value or the constructed value, as the case may be, the purchase 
price, and the exporter’s sales price, and the action of the collector in assessing special dumping duty, 
shall have the same force and effect and be subject to the same right of appeal and protest, under the 
same conditions and subject to the same limitations; and the general appraisers, the United States 
Customs Court, and the Court of Customs and Patent Appeals shall have the same jurisdiction, powers, and 
duties in connection with such appeals and protests as in the case of appeals and protests relating to 
customs duties under existing law. 

“Sec. 211. That the special dumping duty imposed by this title shall be treated in all respects as 
regular customs duties within the meaning of all laws relating to the drawback of customs duties. 

“Sec. 212. For the purposes of this title— 

(1) The term “sold or, in the absence of sales, offered for sale’’ means sold or, in the absence of 
sales, offered— 

(A) to all purchasers at wholesale, or 

(B) in the ordinary course of trade to one or more selected purchasers at wholesale at a price which 
fairly reflects the market value of the merchandise, without regard to restrictions as to the disposition 
or use of the merchandise by the purchaser except that, where such restrictions are found to affect the 
market value of the merchandise, adjustment shall be made therefor in calculating the price at which 
the merchandise is sold or offered for sale. 

(2) The term “ordinary course of trade’’ means the conditions and practices which, for a reason- 
able time prior to the exportation of the merchandise under consideration, have been normal in the trade 
under consideration with respect to merchandise of the same class or kind as the merchandise under 
consideration. 

_(3) The term “such or similar merchandise’ means merchandise in the first of the following cate- 
gories in respect of which a determination for the purposes of this title can be satisfactorily made: 

(A) The merchandise under consideration and other merchandise which is identical in physical char- 
acteristics with, and was produced in the same country by the same person as, the merchandise under 
consideration. 

(B) Merchandise which is identical in physical characteristics with, and was produced by another 
person in the same country as, the merchandise under consideration. 

(C) Merchandise (i) produced in the same country and by the same person as the merchandise under 
consideration, (ii) like the merchandise under consideration in component material or materials and in 
the purposes for which used, and (iii) approximately equal in commercial value to the merchandise under 
consideration. 

(D) Merchandise which satisfies all the requirements of subdivision (C) except that it was produced 
by another person. 

(E) Merchandise (i) produced in the same country and by the same person and of the same general 
class or kind as the merchandise under consideration, (ii) like the merchandise under consideration in the 
purposes for which used, and (iii) which the Secretary or his delegate determines may reasonably be 
compared for the purposes of this title with the merchandise under consideration. 

(F) Merchandise which satisfies all the requirements of subdivision (E) except that it was produced 
by another person. 

(4) The term “usual wholesale quantities,” in any case in which the merchandise in respect of which 
value is being determined is sold in the market under consideration at different prices for different quan- 
tities, means the quantities in which such merchandise is there sold at the price or prices for one quantity 
in an aggregate volume which is greater than the aggregate volume sold at the price or prices for any 
other quantity. 

“Sec. 213. That this title may be cited as the ‘Antidumping Act, 1921.’ 

“Sec. 406. That when used in Title II * * *— 

“The term ‘person’ includes individuals, partnerships, corporations, and associations; and 

“The term ‘United States’ includes all Territories and possessions subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, except the Virgin Islands, the islands of Guam and Tutuila, and the Canal Zone. 

ec. 407. That the Secretary shall make rules and regulations necessary for the enforcement of 
this Act. (Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended; 19 U.S.C. 160-173.) 

_ ™ The definition of fair value does not in any way modify or affect definitions of foreign market value 
given in section 205 of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 164), or of constructed value 
given in section 206 (19 U.S.C. 165) or the application of a foreign market value (or, in the absence 
of such value, constructed value) as defined in the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended, as a basis for 
determining whether or not to withhold appraisement under section 201 (b) (19 U.S.C. 160 (b)) or for 
imposition of duty under section 202 (19 U.S.C. 161). 

An industry in the United States which considers that it is being injured by sales of merchandise at 
less than fair value will ordinarily have insufficient information on which to submit proof either of fair 
value as herein defined, or foreign market value or constructed value as defined in said sections 205, and 
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206 (19 U.S.C. 164, 165). The industry may, however, submit, and appraisers will consider, such material 
as is available to it, including information indicating the market price for similar merchandise in the 
country of exportaton and in any third countries in which merchandise of the producer complained of 
is known to be sold. Information submitted by an industry and information submitted by the foreign 
producer and others will be of value in assistang the Treasury to establish the basis for fair value, foreign 
market value, or constructed value. 

Fair value is computed on the basis of sales for consumption in the country of exportation or for 
exportation otherwise than to the United States at or about the date of the purchase or agreement to 
purchase of the merchandise to be imported into the United States, or the date of exportation. However, 
in cases where it may be important to determine either the stability of the market or its trend, as well 
as to determine whether there has been a fictitious sale as described in paragraph 14.7(b)(6) of these 
regulations, it will be helpful to the Secretary to have information as to sales made for consumption in 
the country of exportation or for exportation otherwise than to the United States over a significant period 
of time immediately preceding the date of purchase or agreement to purchase, or exportation. 


EXAMPLES FOR PURPOSES OF ILLUSTRATION 

A few examples of what would and what would not be considered sales at less than fair value are 
given below. Unless otherwise indicated, it is assumed that individual sales are in the same average 
quantities and that they are also made under the same circumstances of sale. 

It must be understood that these examples of necessity oversimplify for purposes of illustration. Each 
actual case of alleged sales at less than fair value must be considered in the light of all relevant facts, 
and it may be seldom that cases will be presented for consideration which are as free of complications 
as are the cases cited in these examples. The tentative conclusions set forth below cannot, therefore, be 
considered as decisions which are binding upon the Secretary of the Treasury. They are in particular 
subject to the qualification that there may be other factors present, not here stated, or not sufficiently 
emphasized for the purposes of an actual case, which would lead to different or opposite results. 

As in the case in respect of other laws administered in whole or in part by him, the Commissioner 
of Customs stands ready to answer specific inquiries arising under the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended, 
which relate to contemplated transactions, to the best of his ability, notably those involving questions 
as to whether paragraph 14.7(a)(1) or (a)(2) of these regulations applies, and questions as to the method 
of computation which may be used in connection with paragraph 14.7(b)(7) hereof. 


Example 1 
A foreign producer has made the following sales of a particular product over a representative period: 
Sales for Exportation to 


Sales for Consumption in Countries Other than the Sales to the 
Country of Exportation United States United States 








75,000 units @ $1.00 25,000 units @ $.85 15,000 units @ $.90 


The quantity of sales of this product in the country of exportation, amounting to 75,000 units, is 
sufficiently large in relation to the total of 25,000 units sold for exportation to countries other than the 
United States to constitute an adequate basis for comparison with sales to the United States. (See para- 
graphs 14.7 (a) (1) and (2) of these regulations.) The price for sale to the United States is less than the 
price in the country of exportation. The foreign producer is, therefore, selling in the United States at 
less than fair value. 

Home market sales will form the basis of comparison whether or not they are retricted. This example 
concerns home market prices which are either free of restrictions or accompanied by restrictions that 
do not affect the value of the merchandise. If there should be restrictions which affect the value of the 
merchandise, appropriate adjustment of the home market price will be made. Third country prices, even 
though unrestricted, will not be resorted to in this set of circumstances. 


Example 2 
A foreign producer has made the following sales of a particular product: 


Sales for Exportation to 
Sales for Consumption in Countries Other than the Sales to the 
Country of Exportation United States United States 





25,000 units @ $.95 75,000 units @ $.90 15,000 units @ $.90 


The foreign producer can show that the quantity of sales of this product in the country of exportation, 
amounting to 25,000, is so small in relation to the total of 75,000 units sold for exportation to countries 
other than the United States, as to be an inadequate basis for comparison with sales to the United States. 
Determination of fair value will therefore be based on the selling price for exportation to countries other 
than the United States, pursuant to paragraph 14.7(a) (2) of these regulations. In the absence of 
tage ommnanen, it would appear that the sales for exportation to the United States were not below 
air value. 

Third country sales will form the basis of comparison whether or not they are restricted. This 
example concerns third country sales which are either free of restrictions or accompanied by restrictions 
which do not affect the value of the merchandise. If there should be restrictions which affect the value 
of the merchandise, appropriate adjustment of the third country price will be made. Home market prices, 
even though unrestricted, will not be resorted to in this set of circumstances. 


Example 3 


A foreign producer has sold his merchandise for consumption in the country of exportation at or 
about the date of the sale or exportation to the United States at the following prices: 
2,000 tons $32.80 ton 
1,000 tons @ $82.85 ton 
2,000 tons @ $33.00 ton 
: \ 1,000 tons @ $33.10 ton 
It is conceded that the price depends upon the bargaining of the parties rather than upon quantity pur- 
chased. Sales to the United States have been made by this supplier in the same average quantities at a 
uniform price of $32.90 per ton during the period. The difference in price between the producer’s home 
market sales or any average thereof and his sales to the United States is so slight that it will not be 
regarded as more than insignificant unless unusual market conditions in the United States or the 
quantities involved as compared to United States production justify a contrary conclusion. 
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Example 4 

A foreign producer makes all of his sales, other than those to the United States, for consumption in 
the country of exportation. The majority of the merchandise thus sold by him is sold at list prices, net. 
However, a discount of 5 percent is granted on sales of more than 500 tons. Sales to the United States 
are at list prices less 10 percent and have been in quantities of 10,000 tons or more. There have been no 
other sales by this producer in such quantities. However, if the 10 percent discount is determined to be 
reasonable in the particular trade under consideration for the quantities involved, and to be due to 
the differences in such quantities, it will be allowed in calculating home market price. Accordingly, the 
sales will not be considered to have been made at less than fair value. 

The same result could obtain if the pricing pattern showed a differential because of quantity even 
though there were no list prices, or the list prices did not specify quantity discounts. This is shown in 
Example 5. 


Example 5 


A foreign producer has the following record of sales at or about the date of sale or exportation to 
the United States: 


Sales for Consump- Quantity Sales to Quantity 
tion in Country of for United for 
Exportation each sale States each sale 


200,000 Ibs. @ $.85 Units of 100 Ibs. 100,000 Ibs. Units of 
100,000 Ibs. @ $.80 Units of 1,000 Ibs. @ $.80 1,000 Ibs. 


Although the preponderance of sales during the period (200,000 lbs.) was at a price of $.85 as opposed 
to the United States price of $.80, the lower United States price is justified on the ground that the home 
price pattern shows that to be the prevailing price for units of 1,000 pounds, which were the units 
involved in the United States sales. On the other hand, if the record of sales were to show 100,000 pounds 
sold for consumption in the country of exportation in units of 1,000 pounds at $.85 instead of $.80, the 
sales to the United States would be deemed to have been made at less than fair value. 


Example 6 


A foreign producer sells for consumption in the country of exportation at $12 a unit, regardless 
of quantities and regardless of whether the sales are to wholesalers or retailers. He sells to retail pur- 
chasers in the United States at $12 a unit and wholesale purchasers in the United States at $10 a unit, 
in each case regardless of quantities. 

The circumstances in this case indicate that the foreign producer will be deeme dto have been selling 
to wholesalers in the United States at less than fair value. Should, however, his record of sales for con- 
sumption in the country of exportation show that he sells, regardless of quantities, at $10 a unit to 
wholesalers and at $12 a unit to retailers, then, making allowances for the circumstances of sale, the sales 
in the United States will not be deemed to be sales at less than fair value. 


Example 7 


A foreign producer sells for consumption in the country of exportation at $105 a unit, delivered any- 
where within the country of exportation. He has no f.o.b. factory price for home consumption. He sells 
to the | nited States f.o.b. factory for $100 a unit. Evidence indicates that it costs the producer on the 
average $.50 a unit to deliver on home consumption sales. 

Giving due consideration to the circumstances of sale, the sales to United States purchasers at $100 
° will be deemed to be sales at less than fair value. Should the delivery cost on home consumption 
sales average $5 a unit instead of $.50, the sales to United States purchasers at $100 a unit will not be 
deemed to be sales at less than fair value. 


16.21 Dumping duty; notice to importer—(a) Special dumping duty shall be 
assessed on all importations of merchandise, whether dutiable or free, as to which

(c) If the necessary conditions are present, special dumping duty shall be assessed 
on samples imported for the purpose of taking orders and making sales in this country. 
(Secs. 202, 209, 407, 42 Stat. 11, as amended, 15, 18; 19 U.S.C. 161, 168, 173.) 

16.22 Method of computing dumping duty.—If it appears that the merchandise 
has been purchased by a person not the exporter within the meaning of section 207, 
Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 166), the special dumping duty shall 
equal the difference between the purchase price and the foreign market value on the 
date of purchase, or, if there is no foreign market value, between the purchase price 
and the constructed value, any foreign currency involved being converted into United 
States money as of the date of purchase or agreement to purchase. If it appears that 
the merchandise is imported by a person who is the exporter within the meaning of 
such section 207, the special dumping duty shall equal the difference between the 
exporter’s sales price and the foreign market value on the date of exportation, or, if 
there is no foreign market value, between the exporter’s sales price and the con- 
structed value, any foreign currency involved being converted into United States money

For regulations regarding finding of dumping by the Secretary and procedure under the Antidumping 
Act, 1921, see secs. 14.6-14.13. . 

The fact that the importer has added on entry the difference between the purchase price or the 
exporter’s sales price and the foreign market value or constructed value and the appraiser has approved 
the resulting entered value shall not prevent the assessment of the special dumping duty. However, a mere 
difference between the purchase price or exporter’s sales price and the foreign market value or con- 
structed value, without a finding by the Secretary of the Treasury, as above referred to, is not sufficient 
for the assessment of the special dumping duty. 

A notice of proposed rule making setting forth certain proposed amendments to the 
Customs Regulations relating to procedures under the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended, 
was published in the Federal Register on October 22, 1958 (23 F.R. 8127), and comments 
were invited to be submitted. Upon consideration of the data, views, and comments 
received, certain changes were made in the proposed amendments and notice thereof was 
published in the Federal Register on October 10, 1959 (24 F.R. 8265). 

Due consideration now having been given to all comments, views, and other data 
received, the amendments as set forth above are hereby adopted, effective 60 days after 
the date of publication in the Federal Register. [T.D. 55118.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—TRADE BETWEEN UNITED STATES 
PORTS ON THE GREAT LAKES AND OTHER PORTS OF THE U. S. 


Th Bureau of Customs has been advised through the Department of State of the 
receipt of information from the Canadian Government to the effect that a vessel proceeding 
from one United States port to another by way of the St. Lawrence River and the sea 
may proceed to its destination without entering or clearing at Montreal, or any other 
Canadian port, and without reporting to Canadian Customs at any port en route through 
the St. Lawrence Seaway system, provided the vessel does not stop at any Canadian port 
for the purpose of embarking or disembarking passengers, lading or unlading cargo, or 
for the purpose of obtaining ship’s stores.

OF UNCONDITIONALLY OR CONDITIONALLY FREE MERCHANDISE 


The Bureau is informed that in one district customs Form 7523, Entry and Manifest 
of Merchandise Unconditionally Free of Duty, Carrier’s Certificate and Release, is being 
used to enter conditionally free merchandise not exceeding $250 in value (except American 
goods returned and importations passed under customs Form 3297 or 3299 without other 
entry) when all conditions for free entry are met at the time of entry, that is, all docu- 
ments required to establish exemption from duty or tax are deposited at the time entry is 
made. When customs Form 7523 is so used it is processed in the same manner as if the 
merchandise were unconditionally free with a saving of work in many cases.

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ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
MARKING 


Togglebolts; spring wing: section 304, Tarriff Act of 1930, as amended.—FEffective as 
to entries for consumption and warehouse made on and after July 1, 1960, spring wing 
togglebolts shall be legibly and conspicuously diesunk with the name of the country of 
origin on the topside of one of the wings at a location at which the name of the country 
of origin can be seen when the wings are compressed against the bolt. Bureau of Customs 
Circular Letter No. 3121 dated April 21, 1960. |363.2) [T.D. 55134.] 


AIRCRAFT SUPPLIES AND EQUIPMENT 


Aircraft supplies and equipment, exemption from duty and tax, section 309, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended.—1(a) An aircraft clears foreign via Honolulu from San Francisco 
with cargo and passengers bound for Honolulu and beyond. All passengers and cargo 
are discharged at Honolulu where the aircraft takes on board (A) passengers cleared 
through customs at Honolulu upon arrival there from Tokyo, Japan, on the aircraft de- 
scribed in 1(b) below and (B) foreign cargo landed from the plane from Tokyo. The plane 
from San Francisco then proceeds to Los Angeles carrying the unentered foreign cargo 
as residue cargo under a procedure like that described in section 6.9 of the Customs Regu- 
lations together with the cleared passengers along with passengers and domestic cargo 
originating in Honolulu. 

1(b) An aircraft begins a flight in Tokyo destined to Los Angeles via Honolulu. All 
passengers are cleared through customs at Honolulu. The Los Angeles-bound passengers 
and cargo from this plane from Tokyo are transplaned to the aircraft from San Francisco 
described in l(a). 

2(a) An aircraft begins a flight in Tokyo destined to Los Angeles via Honolulu. At 
Honolulu all passengers are cleared through customs. Cargo and passengers destined to 
U. S. Pacific Coast ports other than Los Angeles are deplaned. The same aircraft then 
proceeds to Los Angeles under the residue cargo procedure (section 6.9 of the Customs 
Regulations) with the Los Angeles-bound passengers from Tokyo together with the 
unentered (residue) cargo remaining on board along with passengers and domestic cargo 
originating in Honolulu. 

4. An aircraft begins a flight in London destined to Los Angeles via the polar route. 
Weather conditions cause it to make an emergency landing at Boston after which it pro- 
ceeds to Los Angeles with its foreign laden passengers and cargo not yet cleared or entered 
under the residue cargo procedure. An aircraft in service between San Francisco, Hono- 
lulu, and Los Angeles as described in 1(a) above would not be entitled to the free with- 
drawal privileges of section 309 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, by virtue of such 
service. A United States-registered aircraft in service as described in 2(a) above would 
be entitled to withdraw supplies under section 309 for use on the flight from Honolulu 
to Los Angeles, since the aircraft would still be in foreign trade on this part of its journey. 


Subject to the reciprocal-treatment provisions of section 309(d) of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, the aircraft described in 4 above would be entitled to withdraw articles duty 
and tax free under section 309 for use on the flight from Boston to Los Angeles, since the 
aircraft would still be in foreign trade on this part of its journey. Bureau letter dated 
May 11, 1960. (235) [T.D. 55141.] 


CHEMICAL COMPOUNDS 


In the case of United States v. Shell Oil Co., Ine., and A. W. Salter & Co., Inc. (1957), 
44 C.C.P.A. (Customs) 54, C.A.D. 637, the United States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals held that the term “mixture” in paragraph 5 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is limited 
to an association of materials produced by an actual mixing operation, as distinguished 
from one in which the materials are found together in nature or are jointly produced by 
some artificial process other than actual mixing. 

The expression “all combinations and mixtures of any of the foregoing, all the fore- 
going obtained naturally or artificially and not specially provided for” appeared first in 
paragraph 5, Tariff Act of 1922, and was carried forward without change into paragraph 
do, Tariff Act of 1930. The 1921 Tariff Summary states that the words “all the foregoing 
obtained naturally or artificially’’ were added so as to make provision for all chemical 
elements, chemical compounds and salts, and medicinal preparations and mixtures thereof 
whether derived from natural sources or manufactured. 

All but one of the cases cited as authority in C.A.D. 637 arose under tariff acts prior 
to the Tariff Act of 1922 and the remaining case arose under another provision of the 
Tariff Act of 1922. Decisions under tariff acts prior to the Tariff Act of 1922 held that 
“mixtures of chemical compounds” included only deliberate mixtures of pre-existing 
chemical compounds. In general the courts have held that a change in language indicates 
a change in the scope of a tariff term. Because previously the term “mixtures” was held 
limited to artificial (deliberate) mixtures it would appear reasonable to interpret “ob- 
tained naturally or artificially” as enlarging the scope of mixtures to include both de- 
liberate mixtures and mixtures that occur as such in nature. 

In the circumstances, until such time as the courts rule on the scope of the words 
“obtained naturally or artificially” in paragraph 5, you are instructed to limit the applica- 
tion of C.A.D. 637 to merchandise identical with that the subject of that case. [T.D. 55140.] 


AMORPHOUS GRAPHITE OR PLUMBAGO—FREE ENTRY 


Page 1036 

Public Law 86-453, approved May 13, 1960, entitled “An Act to suspend for two years 
the import duty on certain amorphous graphite” is set forth below. 

It will be noted that this public law suspends the duty on certain amorphous graphite 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, during the two year period 
beginning on May 14, 1960. [T.D. 55139.] 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That amorphous graphite or amorphous plumbago, crude or refined, 
valued at $50 per ton or less, provided for in paragraph 213 of the Tariff Act of 1930, shall be 
admitted free of duty if entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, during the 
two-year period beginning on the day after the date of the enactment of this act. (Approved 
May 13,1960. P.L. 86-453.) 
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ISTLE OR TAMPICO FIBER—FREE ENTRY 


Page 1153 

Public Law 86-456, approved May 13, 1960, entitled “An Act to continue for a tem- 
porary period the existing suspension of duty on certain istle or Tampico fiber” is set 
forth below. [T.D. 55142.] 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That section 2 of Public Law 85-284 (71 Stat. 609), approved September 
}, 1957 (relating to the suspension for a three-year period of the duty on certain istle or Tampico 
fiber), is amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 2. The amendments made by the first section of this Act shall apply only in the case 
of articles entered for consumption, or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption, after Sep- 
tember 4, 1957, and before September 5, 1963.” (Approved May 18, 1960. P.L. 86-456.) 


TOGGLEBOLTS: MARKING OF THE NAME OF THE COUNTRY OF ORIGIN 


Samples of spring wing togglebolts which are diesunk with the name of the country 
of origin in illegible lettering on the underside of one of the wings have been submitted 
to the Bureau. A removable plastic or fiber band compresses the two wings against the 
sides of the bolt, presumably to conserve shipping space and for convenience in handling. 
The bands remain on the togglebolts until they reach the ultimate purchaser and any 
marking appearing on the underside of the wings cannot be seen until the band is re- 
moved and the wings expanded. Marking at this location is not considered acceptable for 
purposes of section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

Effective as to entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after July 1, 1960, 
spring wing togglebolts which are not otherwise excepted from marking pursuant to 
one of the exceptions provided for in section 304(a)(3) of the act, as amended, shall be 
legibly and conspicuously diesunk with the English name of the country of origin on the 
topside of one of the wings at a location at which the marking of the name of the country 
of origin can be seen when the wings are compressed against the bolt. 

Future shipments shall be scrutinized to assure that bolts will not be released when 
the name of the country of origin is in letters of such size that the marking is considered 
illegible. (C/L 3121.) 


CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF TOURIST PURCHASES MADE 
FROM BONDED WAREHOUSES IN CANADA 


On or about June 1, 1960, International Resort Facilities, Ltd., of Brockville, Canada, 
will open a bonded warehouse at Hill Island, Lansdowne, in Ontario, as part of an 
extensive program to sell U. S. tourists luxury goods from Europe and other foreign 
countries without the payment of Canadian customs duties, excise, or sales taxes. Dis- 
play rooms will be maintained at Hill Island, and later at several of the more popular 
tourist areas on the Canadian side of the border. Orders placed at any of the display 
rooms will be filled from the bonded warehouse and either mailed or shipped out of 
Canada, in bond, to the purchaser in the United States 

In order to expedite shipments made to returning residents of the United States, 
and to minimize the work of customs mail divisions, a procedure for customs officers has 
been worked out in detail. (C/L 3124.) 


FISH BLOCKS FROM ICELAND 


A complaint was received that fish blocks from Iceland were being sold to the United 
States at less than fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921. 

I hereby determine that fish blocks from Iceland are not being, nor are likely to be, 
sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) 
of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons. The fish blocks in question were imported by a subsidiary of 
the foreign seller and were not resold in the United States in their imported condition, 
being further processed by the importer into fish portions, fish sticks, and similar prod- 
ucts Under these circumstances, exporter’s sales price, which is the applicable basis of 
comparison, does not exist and the Antidumping Act has ne application. 


NEPHELINE SYENITE FROM CANADA 


A complaint was received that nepheline syenite from Canada was being sold to the 
United States at less than fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921 

I hereby determine that nepheline syenite from Canada is being, or is likely to be, 
sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) of 
the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

The United States Tariff Commission is being advised of this determination. 

Statement of reasons. It was determined that the proper fair value comparison is 
between purchase price and home market price. 

In the determination of purchase price, the included commission and brokerage fee 
were deducted from the f.o.b. plant price. 

In the determination of home market price, advertising, traveling, selling, and general 
expenses attributable solely to the home market sales were deducted from the home 
market f.o.b. plant price. 

The purchase price was found to be lower than the home market price. 

Subsequently, the manufacturers involved revised their pricing with respect to both 
their home market sales and their United States sales. 

The purchase price of nepheline syenite imported from Canada after the effective date 
of the price revisions was found not to be lower than the home market price. 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant to 
section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)). 
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GENERAL ORDER RATES INCREASED—NEW YORK 
Pages 403-429 

Storage and Handling rates increased 15% effective June 1, 1960. Rules No. 1 to 8 
inclusive covering storage and handling remain unchanged. 

Cartage rates increased 15% effective July 1, 1960. 

Rules No. 1 to 10 inclusive covering cartage remain unchanged except Rule 8 which 
has been amended to read as follows: “A minimum charge of $2.30 shall be made for 
cartage of each general order lot received in general order” thus eliminating the prefer- 
ential $3.00 minimum for air shipments and providing for no preferential minimum for 
baggage. No special revision over and above the general 15% increase was effected for 
personal effects.” 

These increases were announced by the Committee on General Order Rates through 
T. F. Farrelly, Asst. Collector of Customs. 


MARKING REQUIREMENTS 


ARTIFICIAL FLOWERS—T.D. 49896 provides for the exception from individual 
marking with the country of origin of “artificial flowers, except bunches,” pursuant to 
section 304 (a)(3)(J), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. ; 

The Bureau has recently examined a number of artificial flowers representative of 
those currently being imported into the United States, and it has been noted that many 
single artificial flowers being imported are designed for use without further processing. 
There is some question as to whether or not these flowers are required to be individually 
marked with the country of origin. 

After considering this question we are of the opinion that only those single artificial 
flowers which are to be made into bunches, bouquets, wreaths, etc., are to be excepted 
from marking by T.D. 49896. We believe that those single flowers which are designed for 
use without further processing should be required to be marked with the country of 
origin, subject to the other exceptions from marking provided for in section 304(a)(3)(A) 


through (K). 
This requirement shall become effective as to entries for consumption or warehouse 


on and after September 1, 1960. Please notify importers concerned immediately. (C/L 3125.) 


ALUMINUM FITTINGS FOR IRRIGATION SYSTEMS—Aluminum couplers, outlets, 
plugs, and ring with latch, some diesunk with the name of the country of origin in 
illegible lettering and some with no marking have been submitted to the Bureau. The 
aluminum fittings are for use in overhead irrigation systems. The items which are 
marked are not marked as legibly and conspicuously as required by section 304, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended. 

Effective immediately, such articles not otherwise excepted from marking pursuant 
to one of the exceptions provided for in section 304(a)(3) of the act, as amended, shall 
not be released unless the name of the country of origin is marked in letters of adequate 
size where the marking will be legible and conspicuous. (C/L 3126.)

WAREHOUSE ENTRIES OF “CARPET WOOL”: SAMPLING AND TESTING 

These instructions will put into effect, as local conditions permit, an employee sug- 
gestion to eliminate much of the costly boring and testing for customs purposes of 
“carpet wool” being entered for warehouse. 

At the port of the suggestor, the experience is that the entrant, anticipating condi- 
tionally-free withdrawals to use the wool in the manufacture of items specified in para- 
graph 1101 (b) of the tariff act, obtains at no expense a report of the customs testing as 
to yield, information useful to customs only when “carpet wool” is to be duty paid. 

At any port where few, if any, dutiable warehouse withdrawals are made of the 
“carpet wool” the boring and. testing for yield determinations at time of importation 
shall be discontinued, consistent with the practice when a conditionally-free entry is 
filed initially. Thereafter, sampling and testing at Government expense shall be performed 
only when a duty-paid withdrawal is being -made. 

If subsequent to adoption of this procedure locally, the number of duty-paid ware- 
house withdrawals at his port should increase materially, the collector of customs will 
have the authority to revert to a sampling and testing at Government expense at time 
of entry into warehouse. (C/L 3130.) 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


NATURAL CAROTENE CONCENTRATE—The Bureau of Customs published a notice 
in the Federal Register dated April 29, 1960 (25 F.R. 3766), that the existing uniform and 
established practice of classifying natural carotene concentrate as a drug, natural and 
uncompounded, not edible, not specially provided for, but advanced in condition or value 
under paragraph 34, Tariff Act of 1930, with duty at the reduced rate of 5 percent ad 
valorem under that paragraph, as modified, was under review. 

The Bureau, in a letter of June 9, 1960, addressed to the collector of customs, New 
York, New York, ruled that such merchandise was classifiable as a chemical compound, 
not specially provided for, under paragraph 5 of the tariff act and dutiable at the reduced 
rate of 10% per cent ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. 

Insofar as this decision results in the assessment of a duty at a rate higher than that 
which has been heretofore assessed under a uniform and established practice, it shall 
apply only with respect to such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption after 90 days after June 16, 1960.

Chemicals.—Alpha-chymotrypsin (derived from bovine pancreas), beta-chymotrypsin 
(derived from bovine pancreas), gamma-chymotrypsin (derived from bovine pancreas), 
hyaluronidase (derived from bovine test), trypsin (derived from bovine pancreas), 
(derived from hog liver), and adenosine tri-phosphate (derived from yeast) are 
classifiable as medicinal preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Peroxidase (derived from 
horseradish roots), ribonuclease (derived from bovine pancreas), ribonuclease oxidised 
(derived from bovine pancreas), alpha chymotrypsinogen (derived from bovine pancreas), 
and trypsinogen (derived from bovine pancreas) are classifiable as chemical com- 
pounds, ns.p.f., under par.

Covers, wheel, having no practical or general use other than on automobiles, com- 
posed of steel and chromium plated, of a type attached to an automobile wheel to cover 
the outside area of the wheel to a point near the rim and eliminate the use of a hub 
cap, classifiable as parts of automobiles under par. 369(c). [T.D. 55133(2).] 

Decalcomanias, designed for application to textile fabrics by heat pressure, and 
consisting of various paper shapes having designs or writings on their faces, not in 
ceramic colors, classifiable as decalcomanias, not backed with metal leaf, under par. 1406. 
(T.D. 55111(6).] 

Dises, paint, consisting of a small amount of water color set in wooden discs, are 
classifiable as paints or colors, commonly known as children’s paints or colors, in cakes, 
under par. 65(a)(1). [(T.D. 55133(3).] 

Doors, sculptured, which are primarily works of art, cast in bronze from an origi- 
nal model created by a professional sculptor and portraying “Trees of Life with Fig- 
ures” in relief, for use in a burial chamber, classifiable under the provision for sculp- 
tures in par. 1547(a)(1) when the art work is so compelling that the utilitarian aspect 
is lost in the realized sentiment of the artist. [T.D. 55117(2).] 

“Durasorb,” used for the absorption of carbon dioxide in rebreathing techniques 
associated with anaesthesia, oxygen, therapy, etc., a mixture in the form of pink gran- 
ules consisting of caustic soda, hydrated lime, and para toluidine sulphonic acid (used 
as an indicator), classifiable under par. 27(a)(4)(5) as a mixture consisting in whole or 
in part of any product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 55117(3).] 

Entireties.—Paper machinery purchased under a _ single contract and imported in 
15 different shipments, all for a single plant installation, not an entirety for tariff 
classification purposes. [T.D. 55133(4).] 

Extracts for use in the manufacture of cogmetic preparations.—Green walnut shell 
extract, a nonalcoholic extract of green walnut shells, and hormo-fruits extract, an 
aqueous nonalcoholic extract of fruits and/or vegetables, both extracts for use in the 
manufacture of cosmetic preparations, in the absence of a showing that the extracts 
are. Similar in use to any dutiable enumerated article, are classifiable as nonenumerated 
manufactured articles under par. 1558. [T.D. 55117(4).] 

Fenders, marine, rubber, made of used tires fashioned together to form seaway, 
bow, stern, bulwark, and side or strake fenders, classifiable, if in c.v. of india rubber, 
us manufactures in c.v. of india rubber under par. 1537(b). Such fenders in c.v. of syn- 
thetic rubber, synthetic textile, or cotton, classifiable according to the component mate- 
rial of c.v. [T.D. 55111(7).] 

Filters, nylon.—Woven seamless nylon mesh filters for use in blood and serum 
transfusion equipment classifiable as manufactures wholly or in c.v. of synthetic textile, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1312. [T.D. 55133(5).] 

Galalith and polyester resin, in sheet or tube form, not made into finished or partly 
finished articles. Galalith in sheet or tube form is classifiable as such under par. 33. 
Polyester resin in sheet or tube form, not made into finished or partly finished articles, 
is classifiable under par. 28(a) as a synthetic resin or resin-like product, derived from 
a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 55133(6).] 

Grilles, cernmic, made from specially selected and processed clays, filtered under 
compression and vacuum extruded, resistant to heat and ice, and designed for external 
screening of apartment block terraces, balconies, parapets, covered passageways, garden 
fences, windows, etc., and for internal decoration, e.g., privacy or dividing partitions in

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rooms, classifiable as articles wholly or in c¢.v. of earthy or mineral substances, n.s.p.f., 
whether susceptible to decoration or not, under par. 214. [T.D. 55133(7).] 

Hair ornament, in c.v. of a synthetic resin of the casein formaldehyde type not 
serving as binding agent, not composed in any part of genuine, synthetic, or imitation 
precious or semiprecious stones or pearls or precious metal is classifiable as a finished 
article in c.v. of a compound of casein, n.s.p.f., under par. 33. (T.D. 55117(5).] 

Hurdy gurdy containing a cylinder with protruding pins which when revolved cause 
a set of hammers to strike tuned strings and the vibration of the strings struck by the 
hammer produce tones or musical notes classifiable as a musical instrument, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1541(a), rather than as a music box under par. 1541(a). (T.D. 55133(8).] 

Isotopes, radioactive, and nuclear instruments.—lIodine 131, sodium radio-phosphate 
(phosphorus 32), glucose-14 C, and boron/10 are classifiable as radioactive substitutes 
for radium under par. 1749. Secintillator is classifiable as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par. 
172. Photomultiplier is classifiable as a scientific instrument, n.s.p.f., under par. 360. 
Geiger counters, ABF 3 neutron counters, and ionization chambers are classifiable as 
articles, n.s.p.f., having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, under 
par. 353. (T.D. 55125(4).] 

Juice, curuba, containing 33% sugar by weight, classifiable under the provision for 
juices and syrups, n.s.p.f., in par. 806(a) and if in c.v. of manufactured sugar subject to 
import tax under section 4501(b)(3). (T.D. 55133(9).] 

Kit, shaving. Combination articles Tariff entities. Entireties.—A shaving kit consisting 
of safety razcr with hinged head, shaving cream, and shaving lotion, all in a plastic 
tube measuring 2% inches in length and 1 inch in diameter, classifiable according to 
its components. The razor is classifiable as a safety razor under par. 358. The shaving 
cream in the tube is classifiable as a toilet preparation not containing alcohol under 
par. 61 on fatty acid content. The shaving lotion is classifiable as a toilet preparation 
under par. 61. [T.D. 55133(10).] 

Knives, forks, spoons, chrome plated steel or iron. Quota.—Chrome plated iron 
or steel spoons classifiable as flatware, n.s.p.f., under par. 339. Chrome plated iron or 
steel knives and forks are classifiable under the provision for knives and forks, not spe- 
cially designed for other than household, kitchen, or butchers’ use. The quota provision 
as outlined in T.D. 54969 is not applicable to chrome plated steel (other than stainless 
steel) flatware or to chrome plated iron flatware. [T.D. 55125(5).] 

Knives, oyster, clam, filet.—Oyster knife measuring 5% inches overall, having wooden 
handle, and blade of 3% inches; and clam knife, 7 inches in length with a wooden handle 
and a 3-inch blade, classifiable under the provision for knives, not specially designed for 
other than thousehold, kitchen or butchers’ use, and in length exclusive of handle, under 
{ inches, with handles of wood, in par. 355. The filet knife with cutting edge on one 
side of blade and serrated teeth near tip of blade on opposite side, measuring 10% 
inches in overall length and 6% inches for the blade, classifiable as knives, specially 
designed for other than household, kitchen or butchers’ use and in length, exclusive 
of handle, 4 inches or more, with handles of wood, under par. 355. [T.D. 55111(8).] 

Loaves, sugar, weighing from 33 grams to 250 grams each, testing 100 sugar degrees 
by the polariscope, classifiable as sugars under par. 501. [T.D. 55125(6).] 

Marble, so-called “split face.”—Pieces of marble, sawed only, measuring about 4 
inches by % inch by % inch, are classifiable as earthy or mineral substances, partly 
manufactured, not decorated, n.s.p.f., under par. 214. Pieces of marble, sawed only, 
neasuring about 4 inches by 1 3/16 inches by % inch, are classifiable as marble slabs 
containing not less than 4 superficial inches, not rubbed and not polished in whole or 
in part, not over 1 inch thick, under par. 232(b). Sections measuring about 7 inches by 12 
inches by % inch made by cementing together small pieces described above are classifiable 
is articles in c.v. of marble, n.s.p.f., under par. 232 (d). [(T.D. 55117(6).] 

Paper, kraft, bleached white, commercially known as crepe paper, imported in rolls, 
classifiable as paper commonly or commercially known as crepe paper, including paper 
creped or partly creped in any manner, under par. 1404. [T.D. 55125(7).] 

Pellets, polyvinyl! chloride; pipe fittings, polyvinyl chloride.—Pellets composed of a 
polymerized ester of vinyl alcohol (polyvinyl chloride type) containing 0.7% inorganic 
matter, chiefly titanium dioxide, the titanium dioxide imparting no properties to the 
polyvinyl chloride itself and having only a slight effect on its color, are classifiable as 
other esters of vinyl alcohol, polymerized, under par. 2. Pipe fittings composed of poly- 
vinyl chloride containing no filler material are dutiable at the rate applicable to manu- 
factured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of iron, steel, brass, bronze, zinc, or aluminum, under 
par. 397. ([T.D. 55117(7).] 

Pictures, silk, consisting of reproductions of English scenes, Jacquard woven on 
silk, mounted on paper board and pasted in a paper board folder approximately 8 inches 
by 10 inches in size, with several lines of text printed in the folder relative to the scene 
cepicted, accompanied by a small piece of paper containing the same text as that in 
the folder. enclosed in a mailing envelope made of wrapping paper with the name of 
the manufacturer printed thereon, classifiable if in c.v. of silk, as manufactures of 
silk, n.s.p.f., under par. 1211. If in c.v. of paper, the folder, envelope, and small piece 
of paper containing text would be separately dutiable, the envelope under the provi- 
for paper envelopes, n.s.p.f., filled with dutiable or free contents or unfilled, under 
par. 1408 plus duty at the rate applicable to the paper from which the envelopes are 
made under par.

1559 at the rate applicable to manufactures in c.v. in india rubber 
in par. 1537(b). If the paper lining is the component material of c.v., the pouch is classi- 
fiable as articles in c.v. of paper lithographically printed, n.s.p.f., not over 0.012 inch 
thick, under par. 1406. [T.D. 55133(12).] 

Sandpaper, sheets, interleaved with protective paper, and consisting of papers coated 
on one side with a synthetic phenolic resin and abrasive grains, the abrasive contain- 
ing none of the elements in excess of the amounts specified in par. 1514, and the resin 
acting as an adhesive to secure the abrasive grains to the paper, classifiable under the 
provisions for cloths, papers, and combinations of cloth and paper, partly or wholly coated 
with artificial or natural abrasives, or with a combination of artificial and natural 
abrasives under par.

Screens, shoji, in wood frames, in c.v. of a vinyl laminated insert material, dutiable 
at the rate applicable to wood screens in par. 411 if the vinyl laminate in the insert 
material consists of a synthetic resin which does not contain a filler. If the vinyl lami- 
nate in the insert material consists of a synthetic resin material containing a filler, 
the screens would be classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of a laminated product in which 
synthetic resin is serving as chief binding agent under par.

Seat covers, automobile, removable, made from a material consisting of a wool 
surface fabric with a foam synthetic resin backing, in c.v. of wool, classifiable as manu- 
factures in c.v. of wool, n.s.p.f., ander par.

Tape, friction, vinyl, consisting of a strip of opaque black polyvinyl chloride con- 
taining no filler material and less than 2% of carbon, manufactured by spreading adhe- 
sive on one face of polyvinyl chloride sheets and then slicing the sheets into strips 
of the desired width, generally not more than one inch wide, and in c.v. of the plastic, 
dutiable at the rate applicable to cotton friction tape under par.

under par. 754 rather than as artistic antiquities under par. 1811. [T.D. 55117(12).] 

Trousers, ski, composed of worsted wool and nylon, in c.v. of wool, with a foot 
step-in which is a woven elastic fabric, classifiable as an article of wearing apparel of 
every description, not knit or crocheted, manufactured wholly or in part, wholly or in 
e.v. of wool, under par. 1115(a). [T.D. 55111(13).] 

Tubing, brass, measuring % inch in length with diameter approximately % inch, 
threaded on the outside for % inch of the length, tapered at one end to receive a steel 
ball, and having a plain open end, designd to fit into the neck of the ball point tip for 
collapsible tube of paint used for painting, the subject of T.D. 54927(14), classifiable 
as an article n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. of brass, under par. 397 and taxable under 
section 4541 on the copper content of the article. [T.D. 55125(13).] 

Tubes, paper, made of spirally wound paper coated with plastic and designed in 
pre-shaped forms for building and construction projects, ranging in size for inside 
diameter from 1 15/16 inches ot 36 inches and in length, 6% inches to 20 feet, if con- 
taining synthetic resin as the chief binding agent, classifiable under the provision 
for laminated tubes of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief 
binding agent, in par.

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—Cadillac automobiles 
having stock bodies, exported for converting bodies into station wagons by changing 
roof, rear % panel and making a folding rer seat, are classifiable under par. 1615(g2) 
upon return, such conversion being an alteration. [T.D. 55125(1).] 


INSTRUMENTS OF INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC 


Dutiable status of repairs made abroad to lift vans, cargo vans, and other instru- 
ments of international traffic designated as such under section 10.41a, Customs Regu- 
lations (T.D. 55078), and released under the bond provided for therein.——When a lift 
van, cargo van, etc., which has been in use as an instrument of international traffic 
under section 10.4la, Customs Regulations, is returned to the United States and released 
under bond in accordance with the provisions of that section, any repairs which may 
have been made to the instrument while it was abroad are not subject to entry or the 
payment of duty. This is true whether the instrument is of foreign or domestic manu- 
facture; whether it left the United States empty or loaded; and whether or not the 
repairs made abroad were in contemplation when the instrument left the United States 
(T.D. 55111(1).] 

CHANGE OF PRACTICE 

Pearls, cultured, novelty manufactured articles in ¢.v. of, not enumerated in the tariff 
act and not similar in use to any article enumerated in the tariff act, are classifiable 
under par. 1558 as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., dutiable at the rate of 10% ad 
valorem under that par., and not dutiable on the basis of the component material in 
c.v. at the rate of 5% ad valorem, the rate applicable under par. 1528 to pearls, 
drilled or undrilled, but not set or strung, the mixed materials clause having been repealed 
by the Customs Simplification Act of 1954. Paper weights in c.v. of cultured pearls are 
dutiable by similitude (par. 1559(a)) at the rate of 50¢ each but not less than 30 nor 
more than 50% ad valorem, the rate applicable to blown glass household articles, not cut 
or engraved, and not bubble glass, under par. 218(f), and not dutiable on the basis of the 
component material in c.v. at the rate of 5% ad valorem, the rate applicable under par. 
1528. Inasmuch as this decision results in the assessment of duty at a rate of duty higher 
than that which has heretofore been assessed under a uniform and established practice, 
it shall be applied only to such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption after 90 days after the date of publication of this abstract 
(T.D. 55001(2).] 
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Cloth, face.—A woven cotton face cloth which is a conventional type face cloth 
measuring approximately 13 inches by 12 inches, having superimposed by machine on one 
surface, about 2 inches from each edge and parallel thereto, 4 yellow lines of thread 
about % inch in width, producing an ornamental effect, and serving no utilitarian purpose, 
and packaged in a glassine envelope, is classifiable as an article in part of trimming 
under par. 1529(a), and dutiable at the rate of 42%% ad valorem rather than as a manu- 
facture of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923, with duty at the rate of 20% ad valorem. As 
this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore 
been assessed under an established and uniform practice, it shall be applied to such or 
similar merchandise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption 
after 90 days after the date of publication of this abstract. [T.D. 55083(1).] 

COVERINGS AND CONTAINERS 

Bottles, glass.—Small blown glass containers in the form of various animals, imported 
filled with strawberry syrup, considered unusual containers under section 504, and duti- 
able as blown glass household articles, not cut or engraved and not commercially known 
as bubble glass, under par. 218(f). [T.D. 55097(1).] 

DRAWBACK 

Manufacture or production.—The installation of batteries in imported radios other- 
wise complete does not result in articles manufactured or produced in the United States 
within the meaning of section 313. [T.D. 55091(3).] 

EXPORTATION 

Nonexportation, nonimportation.—Where merchandise is returned to the United States 
following discovery that it was erroneously shipped, the transaction may be regarded as 
a nonexportation, nonimportation where it is clear that every effort was made to prevent 
the shipment from leaving the United States following discovery of the error.

CERTIFICATES OF LABEL APPROVAL REQUIRED TO RELEASE 
IMPORTED ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES FROM CUSTOMS CUSTODY 


The Federal labeling regulations provide that no bottled alcoholic beverage shall be 
released from customs custody unless there has been deposited with the appropriate 
customs officer at the port of entry the original or photostatic copy of a certificate of 
label approval issued under these regulations. 

Under the present practice the certificate of label approval is required to be sub- 
mitted to the customs office with the original entry of the merchandise. The certificates 
of label approval are filed by customs, and subsequent entries of the same labeled mer- 
chandise are released by checking the label approval file. It has been reported that under 
this practice many man hours are expended by customs personnel in filing and searching 
for the label approvals. 

An employee suggestion recommends a procedure to eliminate the filing of label 
approvals in customs offices which, in turn, would expedite release of the merchandise. 
Under this new procedure the importer or his agent would furnish the required label 
approval with each entry of alcoholic beverages. The label approval would be attached 
to the summary and invoice. The comparison of the label on the merchandise with the 
label approval would be made by the appraiser’s staff. Thereafter, the label approval 
would be returned to the importer or his agent by the appraiser's office. The label ap- 
provals which are now on file would be returned to importers or their agents as future 
importations of alcoholic beverages are made. 

While conditions will not permit the issuance of instructions to adopt this new pro- 
cedure at all ports, many collectors and appraisers have reported that importers and 
brokers are willing to put the new procedure into effect at their ports. 

You are, therefore, authorized with the concurrence of the importers and brokers 
concerned at your port, to adopt the new procedure. 

In order that we may take final action on the employee suggestion, please advise 
the Bureau within 30 days of the ports within your district where the new procedure 
will be adopted and the savings in time, filing equipment, and space which are antici- 
pated. A negative report will not be necessary. (C/L 3120.)

Means, of which Mr. Mills is Chairman. H.R. 12437 provides as follows: 

“That in order to insure a correct interpretation of the provision ‘waterproof cloth’ in para- 
graph 907, Tariff Act of 1930, it is hereby declared that it was and is the true intent and meaning 
of paragraph 907 to limit the term ‘waterproof,’ when applied to cloth, ‘wholly or in chief value 
of cotton or other vegetable fiber, whether or not in part of India rubber,’ to cloths of a kind 
generally used in the manufacture of articles which are designed to afford protection against 
water to the extent expected in raincoats, protective sheeting, dress shields, umbrellas, and 
similar articles. Even when cloth possesses water repelling characteristics, it is not classifiable 
as waterproof cloth within the meaning of paragraph 907, Tariff Act of 1930, unless it is 
generally used in the manufacture of articles of the class specified.” 

In 1954, the Bureau of Customs issued T.D. 53630, in which it ruled that “Cloths of 
a kind which are not generally used in the manufacture of articles which are designed 
to afford protection against water to the extent expected in raincoats, protective sheet- 
ing, dress shields, umbrella fabrics, and similar articles even when such cloths possess 
water repelling characteristics, are not classifiable as waterproof cloth within the mean- 
ing of paragraph 907, Tariff Act of 1930.” 

An importer protested the classification of waterproofed cloth under paragraph $04 
as a result of T.D. 53630. His protest was sustained by the Customs Court (C.D. 2065), 
and affirmed by the Court of Customs and Patent Appeals. In its decision, C.A.D. 723, the 
higher Court held that cotton cloth which met the “cup” test used by the Government is 
waterproof within the meaning of paragraph 907. Apparently, the purpose of H.R. 12437 
is to restore the ruling in T.D. 53630 that classification of cotton cloth as waterproof 
depends on its intended use in articles of the type specified in it.

APPLICATIONS FOR ESCAPE-CLAUSE INVESTIGATIONS NOT NECESSARY FOR 
ARTICLES INCLUDED IN NEGOTIATING LIST—On May 27, 1960, the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Trade Agreements, with the approval of the President, issued a list of 
articles to be considered for possible concessions by the United States in the forthcom- 
ing negotiations under the Trade Agreements Act of 1934. The Tariff Commission has 
instituted peril-point investigation No. 9 under section 3 of the Trade Agreements Exten- 
sion Act of 1951 with respect to all articles on the list. Public hearings in this inves- 
tigation, at which all interested parties will be given an opportunity to appear and pre- 
sent information and views, will begin on July 11, 1960. 


U. 8S. PRODUCTION OF SALES OF ELASTOMERS (SYNTHETIC RUBBERS) LARGER 
IN 1959 THAN IN 1958—A report given preliminary statistics on the production and 
sales in 1959 of the principal types of elastomers. This report is the first in a series 
giving preliminary statistics on the production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals 
and chemical products in 1959. 


CLINICAL THERMOMETERS—tThe U. S. Tariff Commission submitted to the Presi- 
dent its first periodic report on the developments in the trade in clinical thermometers, 
finished or unfinished, since the “escape clause” action effective May 21, 1958, withdraw- 
ing the concession thereon granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 
This report was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 10401 of October 14, 
1952. That order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape-clause actions. 
Such review is limited to the determination of whether a concession that has been modi- 
fied or withdrawn can be restored in whole or in part without causing or threatening 
serious injury to the domestic industry concerned. 

In submitting its first report to the President under Executive Order 10401 with 
respect to clinical thermometers, the Commission advised the President that conditions 
of competition between imported and domestic clinical thermometers had not so changed 
as to warrant the institution of a formal investigation under the provisions of paragraph 
2 of Executive Order 10401. 


LAMB, MUTTON, SHEEP, AND LAMBS—A report of its findings and conclusion in 
connection with “eseape clause” investigation No. 7-83, conducted under section 7 of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended. This investigation covered fresh, 
chilled, or frozen lamb and mutton and live sheep and lambs, which are dutiable under 
paragraph 702 of the Tariff Act of 1930 at reduced tariff rates, pursuant to concessions 
granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

The Commission found (Commissioners Schreiber and Sutton dissenting), that the 
teregoing products are not being imported into the United States in such increased 
quantities, either actual or relative (to domestic production), as to cause or threaten 
serious injury to any domestic industry producing like or directly competitive products. 
The Commission, therefore, made no recommendation to the President for the modifica- 
tion or withdrawal of the concessions applicable to such products.

CERTAIN WOVEN MATS 
After preliminary inquiry in accordance with section 203.3 of its Rules of Practice 
and Procedure (19 CFR 203.3) the United States Tariff Commission, on May 23, 1960, 
dismissed the complaint filed under section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
(19 U.S.C. 1337) by the Chicago Weaving Corporation of Chicago, Illinois. That com- 
piaint allewed unfair methods of competition and unfair acts in the importation and sale 
in the United States of certain woven mats. 


NEPHELINE SYENITE 


_ Having received advice from the Treasury Department on May 27, 1960, that 
NEPHELINE SYENITE from Canada is being, or is likely to be, sold in the United 
States at less than fair value, the United States Tariff Commission has instituted an in- 
vestigation under section 20l(a) of the Antidumping Act. 1921, as amended, (19 U.S.C. 
160(a)), to determine whether an industry in the United States is being or is likely to 
be injured, or is prevented from being established, by reason of the importation of such 
merchandise into the United States
